Talks strain Anglo-Irish relations

Defiant 
president 
sees Sinn 
Fein chief

ANGLO-IRISH relations were 
under renewed strain last night 
after Mary Robinson defied a 
warning from John Major and 
the denunciation of leading 
Unionists and went ahead with 
a visit to a strongly Republican 
area of West Belfast. 

The Irish president inflamed 
Unionists and dismayed polit¬ 
ical leaders in London and 
Dublin by meeting and 
shaking hands with Gerry 
Adams, president of Sinn Fein, 
at the start of her two-day visit 
to Northern Ireland. 

Mr Major's concern, appar¬ 
ently shared fay Albert Reyn¬ 
olds. the Irish prime minister, 
was that Mrs Robinson, who 
saw the Queen only three 
weeks ago. had handed the t RA 
a propaganda victory at a 
critical time in the province's 
constitutional position, with Sir 
Patrick Maytiew preparing to 
restart all-party talks on its 
future government. Amid bi¬ 
zarre scenes, journalists and 
television camera crews were 
ordered from a college hall to 
prevent them witnessing a brief 
but apparently warm meeting 
with Mr Adams. 

Afterwards Mr Adams, who 
is barred by law from speaking 
on British television and radio, 
said: The whole controversy 
over this visit was aimed at 
sabotaging it Both the British 
and Irish governments must 
have seen and approved the 
guest list. I commend her very 
much for coming, in spite of all 
the difficulties." 

Mrs Robinson said: “I have 
come here because I have 
already had indications of die 
community's vitality, self-dev¬ 
elopment and spirit and 
strength. This is my opportuni¬ 
ty to come to listen, to see and to 
leant and to value what you 
have here in this community in 
West Belfast.” After the meet¬ 
ing she met foe West Belfast 
MP.

Fall of Tokyo government paves 
way for end to one-party rule

THE Japanese prime minis- 
ter, Kami Miyazawa. lost a 
vital no-axifidence vote yester¬ 
day, and tbe stage was set for 

an election and a passible end 
to one-party rule after more 
than 30 years. 

The defeat cast a shadow 
over world markets and raised 
doubts on the chances of 
agreement at die Group of 
Seven summit meeting Japan 
is to host next month.

in the wake of three big pay-off 
.scandals in five years. All 
involved ggnior members of 
the rufing party. 

The pofitically-fatal no-con¬ 
fidence motion was read out in 
the wood-panelled Lower 
House by the Socialist Party 
leader, Sadao Yamahana. He 
charged Mr Miyazawa with 
having betrayed foe trust of 
the people.“He has betrayed 


[them] by promising political 
reform and then refusing to 
allow parliament to debate the 
issue: Ihe prime minister is a 
liar.” be said. 

The loss is an important 
marker m tbe decline of Ihe 
LDP, which was founded in 
1955 as a coalition erf conserva¬ 
tive parties and has sinoe been 
in unbroken power. It could 
herald a true multi-party de¬ 
mocracy in Japan. 

Morfltiro Hosokawa, who 
left tie LDP last year to found 
tile pro-refor m Japan New 
Party, said; “Irs like the Berlin 
Wall coming down. Politics 
will change because of what 
happened today." 

An LDP executive council 
member. Rokuro Kato, said 
the party would face the 
election in disarray. “Ihe par¬ 
ty is split as it heads into 
elections," he said.

I have never met Asil 
Nadir and l didn't make any 
representations on his behalf." 

Mr Morgan, who has been 
a parliamentary consultant 
for die past 15 years, said: “It'S 
not something you boast 
about There is no magic to it 
It’s merely a question of 
talking to somebody about 
some things. Some people 
have fantastic contacts and 
some people have very few. 
I'm somewhere in the middle.” 

He had absolutely no re¬ 
grets about joining the Nadir 
cause two years ago. He 
declined to name the mutual 
friend who introduced him to 
Mr Nadir. 

Mr Morgan has acted for 
other clients involved in alle¬ 
gations that the Tory party 
had asked for favours in 
return for a knighthood. Alan 
Bristow, Westland's biggest 
shareholder, alleged he was 
offered a knighthood by two 
Tory peers if he agreed to 
support a takeover by the 
American defence group. Si- 
korsky-Fiat Mr Bnstow also 
claimed he had been offered a 


place on the Westland board 
and a profit of E2J25 million on 
the sale of his 17 per cent 

During the affair, Mr 
Bristow took advice from Mr 
Morgan, who at that stage 
worked under the name of 
Christopher Morgan Market¬ 
ing arid Public Relations. 
Then, the Tories were able to 
limit the damage from Mr 
Bristow’s allegations after the 
party closed ranks behind 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Mr Nadir has alleged that 
he has documents and tapes 
which will reveal conduct by 
Tory party ministers which 
will have damaging repercus¬ 
sions for Britain. 

He said that he would never 
return to Britain to face trial 
for theft of funds from his 
flagship company, Polly Peck 
International, while the 
present government was in 
power. 

If Mr Nadir’s £440,000 
donation to the Conservative 
Party, which triggered the 
current row at Westminster, 
came from stolen Polly Peck 
funds, then the party chair¬ 
man. Sir Norman Fbwier, has 
promised to return the cash to 
the company’s administrators.

Influence on MPs is confined to their waistlines

LOBBYISTS and public relations 
men and women have an inherent 
tendency to exaggerate their rela¬ 
tions with politicians. That is how 
they get and keep dients, especially 
businessmen unfamiliar with West¬ 
minster. A casual acquaintance be¬ 
comes a long-standing friend, and a 
former colleague is described by a 
first name. That may impress the 
gullible but is not taken seriously by 
anyone at Westminster. 

Politicians do, however, mix and 
get to know such lobbyists. Some are 
former special advisers or party 
officials, ex-political journalists and 
even die occasional former MP and 
civil servant Hence, some really are 
old allies who have tired of direct 
involvement and prefer the higher 


rewards of life outside Westminster. 
Ministers keep in touch with them 
bemuse of (hose former relation¬ 
ships and occasionally, continuing 
friendships. They are part of the 
same world and at lunch or dinner 
they exchange gossip. But that is the 
limit of most ministers’ contacts. 

There are many different types of 
lobbyist from the established public 
affairs companies, via company 
spokesmen, to individual entrepren¬ 
eurs, often former MPs or party 
staff. Some, such as Sir Tim Bell, op¬ 
erate in the grand world as advisers 
to Lady Thatcher and big national 
companies. Others are less exalted 
* All those firms can offer is access. 
Some have backbench MPS on their 
books as paid consultants, who 
attend functions to impress business 
clients (who must be easily im¬ 
pressed). put down parliamentary 


questions to ministers and host 
lunches and parties in the House of 
Commons. They open otherwise 
dosed doom at Westminster. 

Some MPs are also directors and 
executives of public relations com¬ 
panies. Those business interests 
have to be declared in the register of 
members’ interests, though that does 
not give die size of fees or what they 
have done to earn them. There is 
little evidence that those activities 
make much difference to decisions 
taken by ministers. 

We are still a long way from the 
American world of "Gucci gulch”. 
This is what the corridor outside the 
Congress room where the House 
ways and means committee met in 
Washington was called after the 


expensively shod lobbyists seeking 
to bend the ears of congressmen on 
tax measures. Individual US con¬ 
gressmen really can make a differ¬ 
ence in amending the details of tax 
and other legislation. 

la Britain, backbench MPS have 
virtually no power, and little influ¬ 
ence. The finance bfll is currently 
being considered by a standing 
committee of MPs. That is attended 
by some lobbyists and tax specialists, 
but only a fraction of the number 
outside the ways and means commit¬ 
tee room. The finance bin is being 
amended to take account of detailed 
representations made since the Bud¬ 
get But government backbenchers 
have little or no say, except for the 
odd intervention on a technical point 
of interest to them or where tiiere has 
been some controversy. In general, 
they are expected to turn op and 


vote, rather than to amend the bill. 
They have plenty of time for constit¬ 
uency correspondence. 

Backbenchers normally have doot 
only when they are expressing a 
widespread national concern—over, 
for example, rural sub-post offices— 
or constituency grievances, rather 
than representations cm b ehalf of 
outside clients. Public affair s firms 
can use longstanding political and 
personal contacts with ministers, 
and the assistance of “tame" or 
retained backbenchers, to gain a 
hearing, bat iMe more. A lunch or a 
meeting may be organised to gratify 
the client, but that is merely one 
input into a minister's decisions. 

Politicians and lobbyists do meet, 
eat, drink and talk. But apart from 
expanding waistlines, there is less to 
their contacts than the PR men's 
hype or recent protests suggest 


LEAKED documents show 
that a fund-raising exercise by 
Conservative Central Office in 
die run-up to the 1992 election 
involving “cold cal l i n g” three 
minion people resulted in a 
loss of £11,000. 

The exercise raised more 
than £1 million from direct 
mail requests but costs still 
exceeded the income. 

The push for funds started 
in June 1991 when 58,000 
people were sent mailshots 
asking for cash.

ROBIN Cook, Labour's shad¬ 
ow trade and industry spokes¬ 
man, will begin afresh attack 
on fee Tbries over fee next few 
days m an attempt to discover 
the complete list of Conserva¬ 
tive peers and MPs who made 
representations on Asil Na- 
dir*s behalf. 

One area he will explore is 
whether any peers made ap¬ 
proaches to Sir Nicholas Lyefl, 
fee attorney-general. Sir Nich¬ 
olas has confirmed that five 
MPs made written representa¬ 
tions and two made approach¬ 
es orally. Three have been 
named publicly as Michael 
Males, fee Northern Ireland 
minister, Michael Hesehine, 
Resident of the Board of 


Trade and Peter Brooke, fee 
heritage secretary. 

However there is growing 
speculation at Westminster 
that a number of peers may 
have also made representa¬ 
tions on the fugitive business¬ 
man’s behalf- One report 
circulating among Labour 
MPS is mat there may have 
been as many as ten peers who 
made approaches to fee attor¬ 
ney-general’s office. A spokes¬ 
man for Sir Nicholas said last 
night that they never com¬ 
mented an approaches by 
individuals to their office. 

Labour MPs are deter¬

Members of the 131-strong 
group have made regular 
visits to northern Cyprus, the 
latest in April this year, but 
only one could remember 
meeting Mr Nadir.

THE whale celebrated by 
William McGonagall. the 
weaver poet and acclaimed 
master of bathos, still has its 
bones on display in the ritys 
museum. It was not the last 
huge visitor from across the 
seas to bring excitement, pros¬ 
perity and anticlimax to Scot¬ 
land’s fourth city. 

The Fbrd electronics whale 
nearly swam in five years 
ago. but was frightened off to 
Spain by union demands. 
Now the final thrashings of 
the grear Timex whale have 
drawn international atten¬ 
tion: its demise, announced 
this week, has been met with 
much headshaking about 
“Red Tayside" and “Scot¬ 
land's Dole Cfty". 

A good story, but not too 
accurate. The city elders and 
industrialists have reacted to 
it with fine fury and a 
national newspaper cam¬ 
paign —Tayside fights Back 
— to be launched next week. 
Harry Terrell, chief executive 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
fears that “people who are 
preparing their shopping list 
of sites might knock Dundee 
off dial list". 

Dr Tim Adamson, vice- 
president in charge of NCR’s 
vast operation m Dundee, 
was in his office and well up 
to speed at 7am yesterday, 
drumming his fingers with 
irritation and saying crisply: 
This does us no good. I was 
in Brazil two weeks ago. and a 
banker put a newspaper in 
front of me with snarling 
faces from the picket line. He

said. 'Is this your area? You 
do business with these 
people?’ I said, 'Look, we have 
not lost one hour through 
industrial action in 12 years, 
we have skills, there are six 
universities round here, excel¬ 
lent schools, we export to 102 
countries’.” 

NCR, which went through 
rocky times when mechanical 
cash registers lost their mar¬ 
ket, now makes in Dundee 60 
per cent of the world’s auto¬ 
matic bank tellers. 

Nor is Fbrd a welcome 
word here. Andrew Nicoll, 
political editor of The Courier 
0 Advertiser, points out that 
Tayside is not notably red 


(losing fewer days from 
strikes than most erf the UK) 
and is hardly more of a dote 
city than anywhere else in the 
UK (unemployment is 12.1 per 
cent, the national average, 
and fell last month}. Mr 
Nicoll said: “We broke our 
backs to bring Ford here The 
unions that sabotaged it were 
down in the Midlands". 

As for Timex, it is hard, on 
dose examination, to make it 
into a powerful symbol. The 
local radio station's phone-in 
last week received only two 
caUs about ft. The Timex 
whale, once a mighty beast 
with 4200 workers, had 
shrunk pitifully anyway: the 


final tally of workers sacked 
in tills spring’s dispute was 
343. They were as visible as 
ever outride the gates yester¬ 
day, washing up tea mugs in 
the drizzle and shouting 
“Scab!" at cars. They had 
rejected an offer of an ex 
gratia payment to dear off 
and let 50 of their number 
work until Christmas. 

Today they plan a march. 
Allan Petrie, the slight, pass¬ 
ionate chairman of the strike 
committee, speaks of manage¬ 
ment conspiracy: “Christmas 
is a time for miracles, and if 
we’d gone back to our ma¬ 
chines for less money, myste¬ 
riously the plant wtuld get 


saved by last-minute orders 
Just before the closure.” 

Dundonians have seen a lot 
of ends—the end of whaling, 
the end of jute, the end of 
shipbufiding; they have re¬ 
trained and survived. The city 
grew up mi innovation and 
ingenuity: opposite the coun¬ 
cil offices is a foundation 
stone marked “George V Ladd 
this stone by electrical 
connection” 

Across the car park from 
NCR’S plant is a small unit 
where, in the middle of the 
recession. Dade Shaw, once 
a director in Keffier’S the 
confectioners, chose to start 
up a small sweet factory 


which is now the last remnant 
of the old sugary trades of the 
city. After a decade in Dundee 
—“where I had never wanted 
to came” — be would not be 
anywhere else. "The work¬ 
force are tough, and suspi¬ 
cious at first They’ve been 
kicked in the teeth a few 
times. Had companies move 
in. take the grant, then dose 
down. But they want to work! 
In England I used to pay 
attendance allowances to get 
people in, three quid a day.

Though 
people have talked about tol¬ 
eration zones in the past no 
me has ever gone as Ear as 
Birmingham before" 

Ms Adams said the ECP 
would fight the proposals 
from Birmingham City Coun¬ 
cil and lobby councillors to do 
likewise. The ECP has already 
written to Sir Richard 
Knowles, the council leader, 
outlining objections. Ms Ad¬ 
ams says that in Utrecht, The 
Netherlands, women are 
arrested going bade and forth 
from the toleration zones and 
that the police wash their 
hands of the area and refuse to 
protect women, from violence. 

Bi rming ham is the first to 
consider zones based on the 
Dutch model where prosti¬ 
tutes could officially ply their 
trade away from residential 
areas, probably on industrial 
estates.

City firms use battle computer 
to assess risk of terrorism

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UNIVERSITIES face a staff¬ 
ing crisis by the turn of the 
century, as the generation of 
academics who started work 
in the 1960s reaches retire¬ 
ment two lecturers’ unions 
warned yesterday. 

Half of all university staff 
will be over 50 in five years’ 
time, and their retirement 
could cause teaching short¬ 
ages in higher education at a 
time when the numbers of 
students are expected to rise. 
“Without government action 
now, the universities stand to 
be denuded of staff at the turn 
of the century,” the unions 
said in a submission to 
ministers. 

Almost 20 per cent of lectur¬ 
ers in the old u ni ver s ities are 
due to retire by2000. Since the 
average age for a first academ¬ 
ic appointment is 32, most of i 
the replacements will already 1 
have graduated. 

More students are staying 
on to take post-graduate 
courses, but relatively few are 
taking doctorates and pursu¬ 
ing academic careers.. 

The Association of Univer¬ 
sity Teachers and the National 
Association of Teachers in 
Further and Higher Educa¬ 
tion argue that low pay and 
poor career prospects are driv¬ 
ing away the best candidates. 

“It is no exa^eration to say 
that a retirement timebomb is 
ticking inexorably al the heart 
of the higher education sys¬ 
tem.” the unions’ report says. 

Among the subjects where 
the problem of an suing staff 
is most acute are chemistry, 
where 25 per cent of lecturers 
were over 55 in 1991, metallur¬ 
gy, mechanical engineering, 
physics and chemical 
engineering. 

The nnirms calculate that 
flie universities would need to 
appoint 80 new chemists a 
year to maintain present staff¬ 
ing levels, but actual recruit¬ 
ment is much lower. 

The problem is bring ad¬ 
dressed already in the social 
sciences, where the research 
council launched a EL7 mil¬ 
lion programore two years ago 
to keep students in the aca¬ 
demic world. 

The unions are pressing 
ministers to revive a govern¬ 
ment scheme from the 1980s 
which gave universities extra 
money to appoint young dons, 
as well as raising aca de mic 
pay.

Paul MacGregor; business 
development manager at 
Cambridge Consultants, the 
firm behind toe scheme; said 
yesterday: “There has bean a 
shift in emphasis from pro¬ 
tecting assets like bombs and 


planes to protecting people in 
which die MoD has a signifi¬ 
cant investment** -Mr 
MacGregor, whose firm has 
been working with the US 
defence department said that 
CSty firms with inadequate 
protection could add extra 
security to reduce insurance 
pre mium s which, according 
to some estimates, could rise 
by up to 300 per cent because 
of terrorism. Firms with too 
much security could also save 
money by reducing levels.

THE return, to traditional 
English county names is ex¬ 
pected to continue next week 
with a proposal to abolish 
Humbers&e. T^ie abolition of 
Avon and Cleveland, the two 
other unpopular counties cre¬ 
mated in foe 1974 reorg¬ 
anisation, has already been 
recommended by the Local 
Government Commission. 

On Monday, the commis¬ 
sion is expected to suggest that 
the county and council of 
Humberside be replaced by 
four new councils based on tis 
existing districts and a fifth 
council based on the city and 
county of Hull. 

The Association of District 
Councils welcomed the pro¬ 
posals, but the Association of 
County Councils said it would 
create a worse system of 
government that would cost 
more. The association’s Tony 
Mfllns said: “Ihere will have 
to be more joint arrangements 
to handle strategic services.” 

The commission is expected 
to recommend that the north¬ 
ern part of Humberside re¬ 
turns to Yorkshire and the 
south to Lincolnshire. The 
districts of East Yorkshire, 
Beverley and Holdemess will 
form a new unitary council 
combining the functions of 
county and district councils 
and will be namgg. tire East 
Riding. Other unitary councils 
will be created from foe merg¬ 
er of Selby and Boothfeny, 
Glanfbrd and Scunthorpe, 
and Grimsby and Cleethorpes 
districts. 

In Yorkshire, the dty of 
York is expected to become a 
unitary counriL Two others 
created from the four districts 
of Scarborough, Ryedale.

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Japanese brace for 
snap election after 
Miyazawa loses vote

IN TOKYO 

WITH the unity of Japan's 
ruling liberal Democratic 
terty in tatters and the future 
of Kiichi Miyazawa in jeopar¬ 
dy after a no-confidence mo¬ 
tion was adapted by the Diet, 
the beleaguered prune minis¬ 
ter announced die dissolution 
of the chamber and is expected 
to call an election within 40 
days. 

Hie vote, which passed by 
255-220—a wider than expect¬ 
ed margin — was triggered by 
charges from opposition par¬ 
ties and rebel LDP members 
that the prime minister had 
abandoned his promises to 
introduce political reform de¬ 
signed to clean up the money- 
driven political system that is 
largely responsible for win¬ 
ning him his position. 

At least 11 LDP rebels who 
rallied behind the pro-reform 
banner flourished byTsutomu 
Hata, the former finance min¬ 
ister, and his faction, resigned 
from their party after the vote. 
They pledged to form a new 
reformist group aligned with 
some opposition members to 
harness the publics growing 
disgust with the workings of 
the LDP. The party's practices 
have been exposed in numer¬ 
ous corruption and bribery 
scandals over the past few 
years and it has held cm to 
power since 1955.

Its position of power 
looks more threatened today 
than it has done for years. 
“One-party rule by the conser¬ 
vative, pro-American LDP has 
come to an end,” Jesper KoU, 
an economist said. “After a 
long period of stability, the 
coming months win resemble 
an era of political chaos as the 

political class reorganises it¬ 
self. It could take years before 
political stability returns." 

Whether the issue of general 
political reform will pull 
through the predicted chaos 
alive is not dear, but it seems 
likely that the political insta¬ 
bility on the horizon wfll allow 
the bureaucracy to tighten its 
grip cm the running of the 
country.

UN hunt goes on 
to capture fugitive 
Somali warlord

WITHIN six hours of being 
driven from his stronghold in 
central Mogadishu. General 
Muhammad Farrah Aidid ap¬ 
pealed to other clan leaders for 
“1.000 men and arms" to 
strike bade at United Nations 
forces, senior sources dose to a 
dan leader said yesterday. 

As the remnants of his 
militiamen where being driv¬ 
en from the Somali capital, the 
general turned to Ugas Khalif. 
head of the largely neutral 
Hawadle dan. Cobra helicop¬ 
ter gunships were airborne in 
the search for his whereabouts 
when General Aidid secretly 
met the ugas near the Bokara 
market where the general is 
thought to be hiding. 

But Ugas Khalif, the most 
powerful of the traditional 
leaders in Somalia, rejected 
his appeals. “He was told that 
he should look for peace: that 
Somalia has had enough 
war." said a follow member of 
the Hawadle clan which in¬ 
habit an area northwest of 
Mogadishu around Bdet 
Huen. 

General Aidid’s appeal 
though rejected, tends to con¬ 
firm that far from surrender¬ 
ing. he is trying to build a new 
power base to strike back at 
the UN. 

Although President Clinton 
asserted in Washington that 
the operations against die 
warlord had finished and had 
been successful Admiral 
James Howe, the UN special 
representative to Somalia, 
made it clear that efforts to 
capture him would continue. 

Most of his army had been 
based not in the city but dose 
to his home town in Galkaya 
about 200 miles to the north¬ 
west. Security sources said 
that he may have as many as 
200 tanks as well as artillery in 
that region. Military officials 
pointed out that “any military 
threat or illegal weapons 
cache would be open to 
attack". 

The UN, holding 44 suspect¬ 


ed members of the Aidid 
entourage, said that "hravy 
casualties" had been inflicted 
on the general's men. One 
Pakistani and four Moroccan 
soldiers had best killed while 
46 UN soldiers were wounded 
in Thursdays fighting. 

Yesterday the UN had only 
a skeleton force on the streets 
of Mogadishu. Admiral Howe 
reaffirmed that they had been 
given orders to arrest General 
Aidid. “I have issued instruc¬ 
tions to Lieutenant General 
Cevic Bir (the UN military 
commander), that if feasible 
Aidid should be detained." he 
said. 

The admiral said he was 
confident thai detaining Gen¬ 
eral Aidid would be legal 
under UN Security Council 
resolution 837 which mandat¬ 
ed him to find those responsi¬ 
ble for organising a massacre 
of 23 Pakistanis. 

About 130 of the warlord's 
men had been billeted in the 
compound which had come 
under attack on Thursday 
about 300 yards from the UN 
headquarters in the former 
US embassy. “The mission 
had been designed to destroy 
Aidid's arms caches, and the 
command and control element

of his compound” lieutenant 
Colonel Trevor Jones, a UN 
forces spokesman said.

“I*m a bit worried about 
how Aidid's supporters will 
react There may not be many 
gunmen left in the city, but 
they could start sane sort of 
terrorist campaign against ex- 
patriates,” said Mike 
McDanagh. head of the Irish 
aid agency, Concern.

SERBS and Croats are in¬ 
volved in intensive"talks to 
resolve all their outstanding 
problems, a-leading Croatian 
official has disclosed.' 

The revelations, made in the 
Zagreb newspaper Globus, 
confirm that the Croatian and 
Serbian govcnunen& are 
moving rapidly towards the 
formal carve-up of Bosnia- 
Herzegovina and even a deal 
over Kraiina, the Serb-held 
area within Croatia. Josip 
Manolk, who is in charge of 
negotiations with the Serbs, 
said: "We have set up inten¬ 
sive lines of contact between 
Zagreb and Belgrade and 
be tween Zagreb and Kniri and 
Pakrac pn Krajina]." Mr 
Manolic. who was reported to 
have visited Serbia recently 
for secret talks, said: "Croatia 
can talk with anyone in power 
in Serbia. We also need to talk 
with foe opposition." 

The confirmation comes as 
no surprise as Bosnian-Croat 
forces have recently begun to 
co-operate with their former 
enemies the Bosnian Serbs in 
their fight against their now 
common Muslim foe. On 
Wednesday. President Milo¬ 
sevic of Serbia and President 
Tudjman of Croatia sealed the 
death of the Vance-Owen plan 
and were asked by Lord Owen 
to return to Geneva next 
Wednesday with details of 
their proposed division of the 
country. 

After tire open acknow¬ 
ledgement that the Vance- 
Owen plan is beyond 
resuscitation, European Com¬ 
munity foreign ministers are 
to hold an emergency meeting 
on the eve of their summit in 
Copenhagen. Hasty plans 
were being made in Brussels 
last night to call the ministers 
to a meeting on Sunday eve¬ 
ning after Lord Owen had 
spent several hours in the 


Danish capital yesterday 
briefing the Danish prime 
minister and foreign minister. 

Klaus Kinkd. Germany* 

foreign minister, made brutal¬ 
ly dear yesterday that he 
would like to see the EC admit 
that the plan was dead. “If die 
Vance-Owen plan has really 
totally foiled." he said, “we 
may have to accept that — 
albeit with gritted teeth. And 
we do not want to accept that 
alone.” In Washington, the 
Clinton administration was 
neither encouraging nor dis¬ 
couraging Bosnia's Muslim 
government to accept the par¬ 
tition irfan proposed by the 
Serbs and Croats, but a soften¬ 
ing of the American position 
seems bound to intensify the 
pressure on it to accede, 
president Clinton signalled 
that he would accept Bosnia’s 
partition into Serb. Croat and 
Muslim sections if all three of 
■ the warring parties freely 
agreed to such a plan. 

Mr Clinton said on Thurs¬ 
day that he had wanted to 
preserve Bosnia as a "multi¬ 
ethnic state” but acknowl¬ 
edged that flu conflict had 
"not been resolved in the way 
that I certainly would have 
hoped". If the belligerents 
agreed "genuinely and honest¬

PRESIDENT 'Clinton, the - 
least popular new president of 
modern times, sought to con¬ 
vince the American people 
that he had turned the comer 
with a sparkling performance 
during a nationally-televised 
news conference that had even 
die-hard Republicans express^', 
ing admiration. 

Looking relaxed and confi¬ 
dent. the president eloquently 
stitched together a series of 
modest achievements tins 
week to declare boldly on 
Thursday night that “America 
is on the move". Tins was Mr 
CKnton’s first news conference 
during peak evening viewing 
hours, and stamped all over it 
was the mark of David 
Gergea the president's new 


counsellor, who in two weeks 
has converted the administra¬ 
tion's distrust of the White 
House press corps into a 
campaign of aggressive sales¬ 
manship. 

Gone was the old presiden¬ 
tial defensiveness. In came the 
sort of upbeat exaggerations 
that Mr Gergen urea to sup¬ 
ply for President Reagan, an 
impressive thick, black folder 
full of facts and a series of 
colourful charts of the sort 
pioneered by Ross Perot the 
fanner presidential candidate, 

Haley Barbour, the Repub¬ 
lican party chairman, argued 
yesterday that Mr Clinton’s, 
problem lay in his pro¬ 
gramme. not his public rela¬ 
tions. but he was 'forced to 


concede that Mr Clinton was a 
“tremendous performer". 

The event was timed to 
exploit favourable develop¬ 
ments which Mr Clinton 
trumpeted as "an impressive 
and an important series of 
victories”. The Senate finance 
committee's approval of an 
amended version of his $500 
billion (£330 billion) deficit 
reduction, plan was “remark¬ 
able progress" that showed 
“we are putting our economic 
house in order". 

He also cited the Senate’s 
defeat of a Republican filibus¬ 
ter against ra mp ai g n finance 
reform, and congressional 
progress towards enactment 
of his national sendee pro¬ 
gramme. He evenproclaimed 


the United Nations’' Ameri¬ 
can-led military operations in 
Somalia a "success".

'After two days of tough 
negotiations involving 
Douglas Hurd, the foreign 
secretary, Gareth Evans, 
ti» Australian foreign 
minister, and Simon 
Crean, the energy minis¬ 
ter, agreed to recommend 
to the Australian cabinet a 
proposal for a British ex- 
gnttia payment to settle 
outstanding Australian 
claims. No figure has been 
announced, bat Australia 
has been pressing Britain 
to pay most of the cost; 
estimated at £40 million, 
fora secondary dean-up of 
the site, 600 miles north¬ 
west of Adelaide.

He could reasonably 
have anticipated further promo¬ 
tion; but, following a speech he 
gave last month at an American 
military banquet in The Nether¬ 
lands, he has been both fined and 
effectively sacked. 

Reports of what he said are 
sketchy, but everyone agrees that 
he was grossly disparaging about 
his commander-irwhief, the presi¬ 
dent He called Bill Clinton “dope- 
smoking". “skirt-chasing" and 
“draft-dodging". According to one 
report he also called him “gay- 
loving". He apparendy asked that 
a camera be turned off before he 
launched his attack, which is why 
there is no proper record of it 

Some witnesses thought that 
General Campbell was only trying 


to be amusing — “I think it was 
meant as an ice-breaker," one 
Pentagon official told The New 
York Times — but there are dear 
rules about this kind of thing. 
Under the uniform code of military 
justice, officers can be court- 
martiailed tor being “contemp¬ 
tuous” about die commander^n- 
chief. And whether he was trying 
to be funny or not. the general was 
undoubtedly contemptuous. 

The news caused such alarm in 
Washington that a three-star gen¬ 
eral was sent to The Netherlands 
to investigate. Last week he con¬ 
firmed that the reports were essen¬ 
tially correct but the White House 



was so desperate to avoid having 
his insults discussed publicly in a 
military courtroom that a non¬ 
judicial reprimand was arranged. 

President Clinton's comment on 
die affair was interesting. “For me 
personally, I didn't care.” he said 
at a press conference on Tuesday. 


"People say whatever they want to 
say about me—me, personally. It 
bad no impact on me, and 1 
thought, well, here’s a guy who’s 
served his country, you mow, and 
so what if he doesn't like me." 
On. the other hand, continued Mr 
gfmon, “for a general officer to 
say that about the commander-in- 
chief — if that happened — is a 

very bad thing." 

Would h nave been all right, 
then, if General Campbell had 
prefaced his insults to Mr Clinton 
the person with remarks praising 
the valour and probity of Mr 
Clinton the commander-m-chief? 
It is as though Mr Clinton would 


like to be able to comjamnemaiise 
his various presidential roles ana 
exist simultaneously as a senti¬ 
mental old peacenik and as me 
might commander of the world's 
most terrifying military machine. 

But, of course, he cant do that, 
as die General Campbell episode 
has helped to show. Mr Clinton’s 
record as a Vietnam draftriodger 
did not, in the end, stop him being 
elected president — such was the 
popular desire to see the back of 
president Bush — but it _ has 
returned to plague him ever since. 
Many people in the military can 
never forgive him for it. and it has 
proved a constant liability in his 
efforts to do such controversial 
things as cut the defence budget 
and lift the ban on gays in the 
armed forces. 

He has gone out of his way on 
several occasions to demonstrate 
his esteem for the military vir¬ 
tues, and he braved the wrath of 
Vietnam war veterans last month 


attend a Memorial Day ceremony 
at the monument to the Vietnam 
war dead in Washington. On that 
occasion, be was introduced by 
General Colin Powell, a decor ated 
Vietnam veteran, who emphasised 
how appropriate he thought it was 
that Mr Clinton shouWbe tee. 
Borrowing a phrase from Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, General FOwdI de¬ 
clared; "With malice toward none 
and charity for afl. let us bind up 
the nation’s wounds.” 

But along comes General Camp¬ 
bell. with his sloping face and his. 
rows of medals, ana the fragility 
of President Clinton's truce with 
the military is brutally exposed. 
When the general's insubordina¬ 
tion was reported in the press, a 
silent cheer must have gone up 
thoughout the armed forces of the 
United States; and, knowing this, 
their commaiuter-in-chieJ did not.

Old tricks 
from the new 
Machiavelli 


I f Asil Nadir is, as he claims, 
sitting on a Conservative party 
scandal of Watergate propor¬ 
tions, there can be little doubt who 
would be the main witness. Lord 
McAlpine of West Green, who now 
divides his time between London 
and Venice, must be one of the few 
men alive capable of untangling the 
web of Tory party funding. 

As Tory party treasurer between 
1975 and 1990, and one of the chief 
gatekeepers to Margaret Thatch¬ 
er’s inner circle, he raised more 
than £100 million for the cause, 
money that went a long way to 
ensuring that the 1980s were a 
decade of one-party rule. 

Precisely how he did it remains 
something of a mystery. But yester¬ 
day as die 51-year-old peer — en¬ 
nobled by Mrs Thatcher in 1984 — 
admitted to doubts about the way 
he handled Nadirs £440,000 con¬ 
tribution. some of his former 
associates were prepared to lift the 
veil on the shadowy world of 


Prince and dedicated to “the most 
magnificent Baroness Thatcher of 
Kesteven" hi it, the high-living 
former treasurer, who has survived 
a seven-hour heart bypass opera¬ 
tion. expounds his strategy of 
“controlled confusion" — an apt 
description of Tory party funding 
— and explains how one can 
wrongfoot rivals tty befriending 
them and, if desperate, tty promot¬ 
ing them. 

Access is the key to political 
influence, says the book. Former 
Smith Square staff recall how 
McAlpine guarded his hotline to 
Mrs Thatcher and maintained a 
loyalty to her rather than die party 
chairmen who came and went at 
roughly two-yearly intervals.

Alternatively, 
they might be asked along to one of 
the treasurer’s lobster and cham¬ 
pagne late-night suppers at a party 
conference, where they would min¬ 
gle with ministers, their friends 
and a sprinkling of media stars. 

“Nothing so crass as a mention of 
money would come up at this 
stage.” says one observer. “Part of 
McAlpine’s brilliance was to 
spread his largess around pretty 
freely. He would ensure that people 
turned up at the right parties, 
where they made the right political 
connections and they were left with 
a feeling that if they were to 
contribute, things would happen 
for them. Of course, it was never 

said, but the effect was calculated to 

get people to dig into their podtete.” 

Only later would McAlpine 
move in for the kill, often deputing 
the task to what Central Office 
called the “military junta", the 
retired brigadiers and admirals 
who were the long arms of 
McAlpine’s empire. For many 
years Major-General Sir Bryan 
Wyidbore-Smith. operating from a 
manor house only 200 yards from 
Margaret Thatcher’s Grantham 
was his chief of staff.

McAlpine made lit¬ 
tle secret of his 
opinion of John Major or the post- 
Thatcher state of the party. Politics 
in the Machiavellian scheme of 
tilings required three essential in¬ 
gredients; the true Prince, the true 
Servant and the true Idea. Mrs 
Thatcher was the last true Prince, 
whereas Mayors government was 
“Wilsonian in style", meaning that 
it was an administration of conve¬ 
nience, lacking direction, merely 
“catching every ball and throwing 
it back". Norman lamont could not 
have put it better, but at least 
McAlpine can claim originality and 
consistency. On the night of Ma¬ 
jor’s election victory, his guests 
reputedly cheered when Chris Pat¬ 
ten lost his seat in Bath, prompting 
a rebuke from Baroness Thatcher. 

McAlpine, a scion of the family ; 
building firm founded by his 
grandfather. “Concrete Bob", left 
Stowe School with even fewer O- 
levels than Major achieved. A jolty, 
cherubic figure, he earned the sou¬ 
briquet Roly Poly in his schooldays 
because of his taste for egg and 
chips. After his heart operation, he 
was ordered to walk five mQes a 
day and try baked beans. 

His fortune—he is director of his 
. family firm — has been estimated 
at £20-30 million, but his friends 
question tins, and say his antiques 
business in London's Cork Street 
has been hit by the recession. 

His illness was not his only 
brush with death. In 1990, a month 
after he auctioned off the varied 
contents of West Green House near 
Aldershot for El million, the IRA 
decided to demolish a building that 
he had spent £750.000 restoring 
and which once housed gatherings 
of the Thatcher tirde. Six years 
earlier, the Brighton bomb explod¬ 
ed only a couple of hours after one 
of his soirees in the Grand HoteL 
From his vantage point on the 
Grand Canal. McAlpine will be 
watching the signals from North¬ 
ern Cyprus with interest, although 
few Tories believe that Nadir could 
snare more than a couple of min¬ 
nows. The two men last met in 
September 1991, when, according to 
McAlpine, the bankrupt business¬ 
man appealed for help and men¬ 
tioned the money he had given the 
party. Not for the first time, he was 
told to see his local MP. 


Welcome back the hunter 


Income from the 
ivory trade is the 
best assurance 
for the survival 
of elephants 


V oltaire famously wrote to 
Monsieur I’abbfr- “I detest 
what you write but would 
give my life to make it 
possible for you to write it" 

I could never shoot an elephant 
or any other animal, but I shall 
devote a Saturday column to the 
case for allowing others to do so. 
After reading Raymond Bonner'S 
book At the Hand of Man (Simon 
& Schuster). I shall go further and 
say their hunting should be encour¬ 
aged. as should the selling of ivory. 

Ray Bonner and I are elephant 
enthusiasts. Most years I contrive a 
journey to some African waterhole. 
There I watch these majestic beasts 
act out evolution's first attempt at 
communal living. I see them wan¬ 
der the bush, “as if", in Karen 
Blixen’s words, “they had an ap¬ 
pointment at the end of the world". 
Africa has nothing to equal it 
Bonner’s credentials are more 
substantial than mine . He has 
studied both elephants and ele¬ 
phant diplomacy in detaiL He has 
gazed into the cesspit that is the 
world elephant lobby, and come 
away spitting with anger at its lies, 
faction fighting and patronising 
attitude to Africans. I shall choose 
my wildlife charities with more 
care in future. 

Three years ago we could not 
open a newspaper or children’s 
magazine and avoid heart-rending 
photographs of mutilated eleph¬ 
ants, villainous poachers and 
bloodstained ivory. The pictures 
were always accompanied by ap¬ 
peals for money, never for an 
address in Africa. I was puzzled at 
the time to visit a game reserve and 
encounter fury at this publicity. 
Elephants in southern Africa were 
not (tying out; let alone “endan¬ 
gered"; they were increasing. Com¬ 
petition for land and vegetation 
required their culling and manage¬ 
ment, paid for {up to a point) by the 
sale of shooting licences and ivory. 
Certainty numbers were falling in 
East Africa, through corruption 
and political ineptitude. But Bot¬ 
swana alone had twice as marry 
elephants as Kenya, and its herd 
doubted in the 1980s. 

The essence of Bonner’s case is 
that Africans must be able to make 
money from elephants or they will 
wipe them out as Europeans once 
wiped out bears and wolves. Poor 
people who live among wild ani¬ 
mals — rhinos, lions, gorillas — 
must have a financial interest in 
their survival. This means exploit¬ 
ing them in the same way that the 
British farm grouse or stags, not 
just getting occasional compensa-

tian for trampled crops. Nor is 
mass tourism the answer. As Bon-, 
ner points out, the 20 Land-Rovers 
that now encircle every lion pride in 
Kenya destroy habitat, fating Me 
revenue to local villages and turn 
the reserves into zoos. If elephants 
are to survive in anything Kke a 
natural state. Africans must want 
to protect them and the ecological 
diversity that goes with them. 

Until 1988. says Bonner, every 
leading conservationist backed the 
“sustainable utilisation" of African 
wildlife, treating animals as part of 
the local economy. So did conserva¬ 
tion groups such as the WWF and 
the African Wildlife Foundation.' 

The AWF, based in America, 
supported the agonising decision to 
shoot tiie last hod of 100 elephants . 
in Rwanda in the late 1970s. The 
elephants were eating the forest in 
winch Africa’s most important col¬ 
ony of gorillas live. It was elephants 
or gorillas. Gorillas had to win. 

In 1989 the tide turned. Elephant 
conservation across the world was 
suddenly overwhelmed by militant 
American “animals rights" groups 
using emotional publicity, much of 
it based on the political anarchy in 
East Africa. Conferences saw white 
zealots pitted against white zoolog 1 
ists (Africans were seldom involv¬ 
ed). At the 1989 Lausanne confer¬ 
ence, East Africans were browbea¬ 
ten by American lobbyists into 
switching sides. The elephant was 
ludicrously declared “endangered”, 
and the trade in ivory was banned.

Reluctant European affili¬ 
ates were bludgeoned into follow¬ 
ing suit African states arid local 
conservationists fearful for then-

Southern African states bitterly 
opposed the ban but were forced 
into line. Zimbabwe was even 
threatened with the Joss of Ameri¬ 
can aid. 

The'rtiotrvation behind the ban 
was simple. Just as America's Irish 
policy has little to do with Ire-' 
land, so America’s elephant policy 
has Irtite to do with elqhaiits, and 
everything to do with fundraising. 
Bonner reports an AWF official in 
1988 complaining that consultants 
were "screaming" for endangered 
status for. the elephant because of 
its phenomenal publicity value. 
Mangled tusks and fabricated stat¬ 
istics, cries of holocaust and geno¬ 
cide, threats of extinction in “ten 
short years" were turned into die 
most successful fundraising in con¬ 
servation history. The elephant 
ousted pandas and whales as king 
of the “charismatic megaspecies". 

International bureaucracies lack 
the accountability of domestic ones. 
Both the AWF and the once-moder- 
ate WWF were dragged fay mili¬ 
tants into what was a patently false 
campaign for an ivory ban. Bonner 


T he impact of the 1989 ivory 
ban was swift. The ivory 
price fell and Africa lost 
same $50 million in hard 
currency. It received not a cent in 
compensation. In Nairobi, Richard 
Leakey staged an “ivory bum" for 
President Arap Mot Three millian 
dollars, badly needed for Kenya's 
conservation programme, went up 
in publicity smoke. : Here was 
Africa paying for the conscience of. 
the West with a vengeance. I 
wonder how Britain would have 
reacted to a Zimbabwean demand 
for an ethical ban on aH trade in 
grouse, furs or deerskin? 

The power of Bonners case 
comes both from his evident love of 
elephants and from his instances of 
how good manag ement can stabil¬ 
ise numbers. At Kaokovdd in 
Namibia and Nyaminyami in Zim¬ 
babwe, poachers are literally - 
turned gamekeepers. Africans aze 
guaranteed the revenues from 
hunting and culling and come to 
recognise elephants not as enemies 
but as valuable to their economy. 
Money comes not from govern¬ 
ment but from the market, albeit a 
strictly controlled one.

Misplaced faces 


F inding Stella Rimington in 
the glossy pages of Hello!

MARCH AGAINST MURDER 

Sexual stereotyping and generalisation are threats too 


Today a Gay and Lesbian Pride Day march 
takes place in London. The marchers will 
walk in the shadow of five brutal murders of 
homosexual men in the past three months. 
Regrettably, foe march, like the killings, will 
probably reinforce more stereotypes and 
mi sas sumptions than it corrects. 

It will be said by some that foe “gay 
community” has displayed its solidarity in 
the streets, and by the less tolerant that the 
same “community" has flaunted itself 
provocatively whenit should beiceeping-a 
low profile. It will be jess Hkdy said that die 
very notion oE a hOTa^me6us “gay com- 
mumty*’ is misleading. and that most 
homosexuals regard their sexual preference 
as merely an aspect of life rather than its 
defining feature..Many homosexuals would 
no more spend all their time with other 
homosexuals than they would with people 
who shared their profession or place of- 
birth. Many too never feel sufficiently 
confident in their sexuality to advertise it; 
even to other gay men. 

Such tragedies reveal die poverty of the 
language which we invoke to deal with 
human trauma. The police have been 
criticised for their delay in launching a 
public hunt for die “serial killer”. Yet the 
hysteriawhipped up in the last few days has 
vindicated their reticence. The very term 
“serial killer" is an unhelpful stereotype 
which implies detail such murderers follow 
a predetermined path. There has been 
tasteless speculation, for example, that the 
murderer is exacting vengeance for the 
spread of the HIV virus: a conjecture, based 
on no known evidence.- 

Equally, some gay campaign groups have 
argued that die killings are in the same 
category of crime as the arbitrary attacks on 
homosexuals -r so-called “gay-bashing” — 
which appear to have become more frequent 
and more ferocious in recent years and have 
already prompted the Metropolitan police to 
launch a pilot monitoring scheme. In fact, 
these murders resemble the fourteen-year- 
old case of the Yorkshire Ripper far more 
than street attacks on gay men by thugs. 

The killer —if indeed there is only one 


toller — appears to be targetting die 
minority of homosexuals who have a taste 
for promiscuous, anonymous sex just as 
peter Sutcliffe preyed on prostitutes. like 
Sutcliffe, he also seems to enjoy playing a 
depraved cat-and-mouse game rath detec¬ 
tives. His motives are a mystery. Unpredict¬ 
able pathology certainly cuts across the 
boundaries of sexual preference. 

If such a tragedy can have a positive 
aspect, it may be the cooperation between 
-police and the various groups of gay men 
who will be marching today, fa thewake of a 
dishonourable tradition of police entrap- 
’ ment and harassment, British homosexuals 
have long been convinced that the police are 
hostile, prgudiced and unfikety to afford 
them much protection from violence and 
blackmail Much of the anger that has 
fuelled past gay pride marches has been 
fanned by such convictions. 

Attitudes are now changing, helped in 
part by the prime ministers gesture in 
receiving Sir lan McKellen. The Metropoli¬ 
tan police— though perhaps not other forces 
— have learned much from the example of 
the United States, where police in the big 
cities have fostered good rdations with gay 
groups in an effort to overcome mutual 
antagonism. Today's marchers still have 
other highly controversial demands — 
including a change in the law an the age of 
consent — but the demand for equal 
* protection by the police from harassment, 
violence and murder should have less force 
nowadays. 

There is a still a danger that these latest 
killing s will fan the flames of prejudice. It is 
true that scone gay men seek out a kind of 
sexual experience in which risk, anonymity 
and pain all have a part to play. This may be 
mystifying and even repellent to those who 
do not share their inclinations. But the sheer 
otherness ofthis demi-monde to the majority 
of heterosexuals (and homosexuals too) 
cannot excuse generalisation, sensational¬ 
ism and the trotting out of stereotypes. 
Vicious murder is an affront to society as a 
whole rather than one fragmented minority 
within it.

His criticism was directed at 
the £160 mSlian space expenditure by 
tiie UK. coordinated by the British 
National Space Centre, the bulk of 
vfekh is directed to earth observation, 
including meteorology: defence 
cn ra tr m ni ralinins; and space science, 
mainly astronomy and studies of the 
solar system. 

the recent government white paper 
on science and technology lists earth 
observation as one of the scientific 
tools for "addressing new global 
challenges such as those facing the 
environment". 

It also helps the European Com¬ 
mission to monitor and detect agri¬ 
cultural fraud in the onmmnn agri¬ 
cultural policy. We might even save 
our £160 unman from our contribu¬ 
tion to Ihe CAP support system. 

Industrially, earth' observation 
expenditure is of great benefit to UK 
space companies. BAe Space Systems, 
whose demise Mr Miles prematurely 
announces, is to be the prime con¬ 
tractor for ihe next generation of

In addition, the UK has a strong 
lead position in the use of earth 
observation data for value-added ser¬ 
vices such as mineral or ofl 
prospecting, mapping in difficult ter¬ 
rain, etc. On defence, our mifitaiy 
communications system, based on 
Skynet satellites, proved of great 
significance during the Gulf War. 

Finally, I was sorry at the implied 
condemnation of the work of our space 
scientists. From the beginning of space 
activities, the UK scientific community 
has been amongst the leaders in the 
use of satellites to combine our 
knowledge of fee universe, revohn- 
xntised by the addition of space 
satellites, wife our terrestrial sources 
acknowledge.

Now, however, five former Soviet 
republics have emerged with Turkic 
languages as their sovereign tongues. 
One of these, Azerbaijan, has already 
thrown off fee cyrillic script imposed 
by Moscow and moved to roman 
script: the other four (Kazakhstan.

DICK NORMAN played a 
leading role in the develop- 
ment of our understanding of 
reaction mechanisms in or¬ 
ganic c h e mist r y. He also 
served in .two government 
departments, notsHy the Min¬ 
istry of Defence where he was 
involved in many of the de¬ 
fence equipment procurement 
issues of the 1980s. In 1988 he 
Was ap pphTtwi an hono rary 
t^ellow of Merton College 
Where he had been first a 
junior research fellow, then 
fellow and tutor; in 1989 he 
was made an honorary fellow 
of BallioL From 1965 to 1987. 
he was-founding professor of 
Chemistry at the University erf 
York where he built a fine 
department from the ground 
up. He had been Rector of 
Exeter College since 1987. 

The sen of Oswald George 
Norman, he was educated at 
St Paul’s School and Balliol 
College; Oxford, where he was 
a Brackenbury Scholar. His 
research interests were first 
^stimulated by his tutors there. 
•Ronnie Bell and Alec Waters. 
‘One of his main co n cer n s was 
to elucidate the cbemistry of 
free radicals, and be was one 
of the first to use electron spin 
resonance spectroscopy to 
study the structure and reac¬ 
tivity of some of these 
intermediates. 

He was president of the 
Royal Institute of Chemistry 
from 1978 until is last meeting 
in May i960. He was at die 
centre of the rHwngsinns on 
unification with die Chemical 
Society. The two societies were 
granted a new charter under 
foe name of the Royal Society 
Aof Chemistry in June 1980. 
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much to fee smooth progress 
of the merger, and it was 
fitting that, not king after¬ 
wards. he should have beat 
elected president of fee new 


held that office from 1984 to 
1986. 

Norman’s original research 
work, done in the Dyson 
Perrins laboratory at Oxford, 
got off to a fine start His first 
research student was Jeremy 
Knowles, now Dean of Har¬ 
vard. and his second was 
George Radda, now British 
Heart Foundation Professor of 
Molecular Cardiology at Ox¬ 
ford- They were followed by a 
ling of distinguished. pupQs 
and collaborators at Oxford 
and York, and in Australia 


and New Zealand, where ax 
one time he an Ersldne 
fellowship at the University of 
Canterbury m Christchurch. 

In 1962 Lord James of 
Rushahne; the first vice-chan¬ 
cellor atYark. a pp ointe d Nor¬ 
man to found a department of 
chemistry. One of the first 
members of staff records that 
be was interviewed in the 
United States. ‘That an Eng¬ 
lish university should actually 
come to the US to look at 
candidates was an encourag¬ 
ing novelty in those days. At 
the end of the interview Dick 
asked me what my exposes 
were and I calculated and 
told him.. He promptly pro¬ 
duced a roll of dollars and 
paid me then and there on 


my signature for receipt" 

Having established himself 
in early days as a dear and 
exciting lecturer. Norman 
saw to it that due attention 
was paid to this aspect of 
teaching at York. Wife pa¬ 
tience, tact and skill he set up a 
department that felt itself to be 
a community and which was 
able to weather the storms of 
the days of student unrest and 
to grow. 

The first edition erf his 
Prmoples of Organic Synthe¬ 
sis (1968) is defecated to his 
tutors at BalfidL A review in 
Nature described it as: “an 
important milestone in the 
reaching of organic chemis¬ 
try". Ahead of its time, the 
book was one of fee first texts 


to emphasise synthesis, die 
heart of modem academic and 
industrial organic chemistry. 
It has been the most influen¬ 
tial book in dictating the 
content of teaching in fee 
subject in the UK mid much 
further afield. The aim of fee 
bode was to show how an 
understanding of the princi¬ 
ples underlying the detailed 
ways in which molecules 
change can be applied do plan 
tie construction of organic 
compounds. 

In 1972 there followed Mod¬ 
em Organic Chemistry, writ¬ 
ten in collaboration with 
David Waddington. The sec¬ 
ond edition of the Principles 
was published in 1978, ami a 
third one. with a new co¬ 
author, has just been camptet- 
. ed. Norman’S remarkable 
ability to see dearly the direc¬ 
tion and elegance of chemistry 
is elaborated wife grear sim¬ 
plicity in the Principles of 
Organic Synthesis, which re¬ 
mains his testament to a love 
of chemistry and scholarship. 

The Sabers’ Institute of In¬ 
dustrial Chemistry was found¬ 
ed in 1918 to help men 
returning from the war to get 
bade into the chemical indus¬ 
try. Norman was appointed 
director in 1975. Under him. 
there was a transformation 
and enlargement of the insti¬ 
tute’s work—in particular the 
development of support for the 
reaching of chemistry in 
schools. His contribution was 
recognised in 1964 fay his 
election as a Liveryman of the 
Sahas’Company. 

From 1983 to 1988 Norman 
was Chief Sdentific Adviser to 
the Ministry of Defence. He 
brought a quiet dispassionate 
voice to the many debates of 
tire mid and late 1980s when 
the g r o wth of defence budgets 
whidi had characterised fee 
late 1970s and early 1980s was 
coming to an end. He took a 
particular interest in software

brought breatbtesting to the 
roads of Britain. During that 
period loopholes had been 
discovered by wily solicitors 
and the dread, among motor¬ 
ists, of fee breathalyser was 
beginning to wear off. 
BJennerhassetrs report, in 
April. 1976, was awaited with 
been interest by motorists 
everywhere, and with not a 
little trepidation by the drivmg 

- and drmlring fraternity.- Sip¬ 
ping a half-pint of bitter afta 
playing a round c£ golf at bis 
local golf dub in Warwick¬ 
shire, fee judge confessed to 
hoping that be would “have a 
few friends left" after the 
report's publication. 

Inevitably his own habits 
came in for public scrutiny. 
He was in a situation, he 
pointed out wryly, in which he 
could not win. “If I say I dont 
drink people will sayWhat do 
you know about it? 1 , and if 1 
saw 1 drink they will say *Who 
are you to dictate to us ?* " 

- Undaunted, however, by the 
prospect of bringing down 
upon his bead the wrath of the 
nation's alcohol-consuming 
drivers, he and his committee 
recommended, tougher action 
against high-risk and second 
drink-drive offenders and. 
more controversially, the lift¬ 
ing of fimitatfons on the 
powers of fee police to stop 
drivers and give than breath- 
tests. Blenneriiassett judi¬ 
ciously avoided using fee term 
“random testing” — which is 
how most people regarded this 
proposal—and, indeed, main¬ 
tained that fee police were 
. unlikely to test a driver wham 
they had no cause to suspect 



But he said, if motorists knew 
feat fee power of fee police to 
stop them was no longer 
limited by the law. it would 
have a salutary effect on them. 

It would mean more tests 
but above afl. tests at times 
and places where drinking 
drivers were most likely to be 
found. It was fuodamenfal to 
the reforms proposed, he 
stressed, that fee circum¬ 
stances in which a constable 
might require a breath speci¬ 
men from a driver should not 
be specified. 

The motoring lobby reacted 
with predictable alarm. The 
Automobile Association said 


any breath-testing of “inno¬ 
cent drivers who had given no 
cause far suspicion" would be 
completely unjustifiable, 
while the RAC suggested that 
it would be "highly controver¬ 
sial" and might laid to police 
waiting outside public houses 
in order to to waylay depart¬ 
ing customers. 

Such was the uproar that 
tiie Callaghan government de¬ 
clined to act upon, the recom¬ 
mendation and, even though 
opinion polls in recent years 
have shown the public to be 
strongly in favour of such 
tests, governments have con¬ 
tinued to avoid grasping the 
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nettie. His other recommenda¬ 
tions — the devel op me n t of 
special breathalyser machines 
and tougher action against 
high-risk offenders — have 
gradually been introduced, 
however. 

Francis Alfred Blenn- 
erhassett was an unlikely 
ogre. Mild of manner wife a 
ready sense of humour, he 
presided over proceedings in 
his coiat wife.cool authority 
and had an uncontested reput¬ 
ation for fairness and 
thoroughness. 

I n deed, such was his thor¬ 
oughness that he was six 
months late in delivering his 
report on drinking and driv¬ 
ing. prompting a fellow bar¬ 
rister to comment “If ever 
you’re involved in a one-day 
case and Frank's opposing, ifs 
wise to allow two days." 

On several occasions in his 
career his sense of compassion 
was dearly apparent. In 1970. 
as prosecuting counsel in a 
case in whidi a man admitted 
the mercy killing of his para¬ 
lysed and blind wife whan he 
had nursed for 11 years, 
Blenneriiassett told the juiy: 
"He took away a fragment of a 
living death that was left to 
her. He did it in a state of 
anguish feat very few men 
could have to face. There is no 
jury in this land that would 
call (his murder." The man 
was given a conditional 
discharge. 

Educated at Solihull School, 
Blenneriiassett saw action as a 
captain in the Royal Warwicks 
regiment during the second

JEAN CAU, a political pundit 
and former secretary to Jean- 
Paul Sartre, died yesterday of 
cancer aged 67. 

Cau was an award-winning 
novelist and essayist who 
dealt wife subjects ranging 
from bullfighting to 20th- 
century French intellectuals. 

His novel La Pitte de Dieu 
(God’s Pity) wan the presd- 


Artillery. He was called to the 
Bar by the Middle Temple in 
1946, becoming a Bencher in 
1971. From 1963 to 1971 he was 
deputy chairman at Stafford¬ 
shire quarter sessions, record¬ 
er of New Windsor. 1965-71. a 
recorder of fee Crown Court. 
1972-78. honorary recorder of 
New-Windsor. 1972-76, and of 
Windsor and Maidenhead. 
1976-89. He was Legal Asses¬ 
sor to the CMC and fee 
Dental Council, 1971-78. a 
member of the parole board. 
1981-83, and served 'on the 
Home Office committee on 
magistrates’ courts procedure 
from 1989 until his death. 

His last efforts were aimed 
at persuading the government 
to make a small but significant 
change hi the law to give fee 
courts an efficient system of 
referring high-risk drink-driv¬ 
ing offenders to fee Secretary 
of State for Transport This 
entailed extending the law to 
cover drivers who had a drink 
or drug abuse problem but 
were not totally dependent on 
other. This, he argued, was a. 
category of offenders frequent¬ 
ly before the courts. There 
were marry young drivers who 
could not be said to be totally 
dependent cm drink (as the law 
to deprive then of their licence 
required) but who neverthe¬ 
less drank far too much. 

As wife his proposal to 
extend police powers to 
breath-test drivers, however, 
his suggestion fell upon deaf 
ears.

Shri Binay Ranjan Sen. 
C1E. diredoriteneral of 
die United Nations Food 
and Agricnlfime 
Organisation. 195647, 
died in Calcutta on June 
12 aged 94. He was bora 
on January L1898. 

FIGHTING famine dominat¬ 
ed the diplomatic career of 
Binay Ranjan Sen. who when 
he was elected director-gener¬ 
al of the FAO. became tire first 
Asian to be elected to any of 
the special agencies of the 
United Nation. He was a civil 
savant in Bengal in 1942 
when India began suffering 
one of the worst famines in its 
history. The great famine, 
which cost nearly a million 
lives, had begun with a ty¬ 
phoon in south Bengal in 
September. Thousands of 
men. women and children 
were washed into the sea and 
cattle were drowned. In 
December the Japanese added 
to the panic by bombing 
Calcutta. 

For Sen, the most distress¬ 
ing thing was that there was 
sufficient food for the starving 
within fee borders of India. 
Kit widespread corruption 
and lade of reserve food stocks 
and any adequate means of 
distribution had blocked it 
from the stricken areas. It was 
a situation which brought his 
flair for administration to the 
fore. The following year he 
was made director-general of 
food for all India. 

Sen’s rise in eminence in the 
food-aid industry was a natu¬ 
ral progression for a Bengali, 
who after attending Calcutta 
and Oxford universities, had 
worked as a district officer in 
his native Bengal where 90 pa 
cent of the population were 
engaged in agriculture. Dur¬ 
ing the early years of the 
second world war he had been 
director of civil evacuation in 
Bengal, dealing with the flood 
of refugees from Burma. 

In 1947 he moved into the 
diplomatic service, first as 
minister in Washington and 
then as Indian ambassador to 
Italy and Yugoslavia: the US 
and Mexico: and eventually to 
Japan. 

He became India’s repre¬ 
sentative at the United Na¬ 
tions in 1947, returning to 
Delhi fee following year as the 
Indian government's agricul¬ 
ture secretary. In 1949 and 
I9S3 he headed a UN mission 
which studied agricultural re¬ 
habilitation in China and 
Southeast Asia and was In¬ 
dia’s representative at annual 



meetings of the UN’s Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO). 

On becoming director-gen¬ 
eral of fee FAO in Nfio he set 
about increasing the aware¬ 
ness in the developed wurkl o! 
fee sub-marginal conditions 
in which the great masses of 
people in fee Third World 
lived. In I960 he launched a 
campaign called Freedom 
from Hunger feat led to fee 
first World Food Conference 
in Washington. 

Over the years. Sen was a 
central figure in fee interna¬ 
tional efforts to combat fee 
decline in agriculture, particu¬ 
larly in fee developing world. 
Inevitably he often appeared 
to be a Cassandra-like figure, 
prophesying doom as popula¬ 
tion growth continued. 

Perhaps equally inevitably, 
towards fee end of his lengthy 
reign as director-general, he 
became embroiled in disputes 
over the FAO"s structure and 
methods of operation. He was 
held responsible, by his critics, 
for the organisation’s bureau¬ 
cratic nature and its over- 
centralised administration. 

A tall, elegant figure with 
silva hair and cultured tastes, 
presiding urbanely over a vast 
empire, housed in marbled 
splendour in die heart of 
Rome. Binay Ranjan Sen was 
an easy target for those who 
believed that fee FAO had lost 
its way. Yet during his three 
terms of office fee organis¬ 
ation had expanded its aid 
programmes by 450 pa cent, 
trebled its personnel and in¬ 
creased. by four times, fee 
number of experts it employed 
in the field. And for more than 
25 years it had been Binay 
Ranjan Sen's voice that had 
led the way in provoking 
international awareness and 
concern. 

He is survived by his wife 
and four daughters. 


GILBERT PHELPS 


Gilbert Phelps, BBC 
producer, novelist and 
literary historian, died at 
Finstock, Oxfordshire, on 
June 15 aged 78. He was 
bora on January 23.1915. 

THE phrase M raan of letters” 
has come to have something of 
an old-fashioned flavour 
about it But it certainly fitted 
Gilbert Phelps who. to the end 
of his life; could produce 
chapter and verse for virtually 
any quotation and illuminate 
the most arcane literary refer¬ 
ence. 

In his time Phelps was a 
university lecturer at Cam¬ 
bridge. British Council repre¬ 
sentative in Lisbon, 
schoolmaster at Blundell’s 
School, Tiverton, BBC radio 
producer in fee western region 
at Bristol. TV drama script 
editor in London, Third pro¬ 
gramme producer at Broad¬ 
casting House, books talks 
editor at Bush House and 
finally chief instructor in fee 
BBC Staff Training Depart¬ 
ment in fee Maiyleoone Road. 
But his own writing mattered 
most to him. 

Gilbert Henry Phelps was 
educated at die Crypt School. 
Gloucester, and Filzwilliam 
House; Cambridge, where he 
took a first in English. At die 
outbreak of war he had want¬ 
ed to join the RAF but instead 
found himself seconded to the 
service of fee British Council. 
It was the start of what was to 
be a peripatetic, part-time 


academic life taking in, as ii 
ultimately did. visiting lecture¬ 
ships in the United States, 
Israel and Brazil 
Brazil formed the subject of 
one of his earliest non-fiction 
works. The Last Horizon 
(1965). He also produced nine 
novels in all starting wife The 
Centenarians (1958) and cul¬ 
minating with The Low Roads 
(1975). He combined fiction 
writing with works of criticism 
and literary history, of which 
A Short History of English 
Literature fl964). The Byrvnic 
Byron (1971) and The New 
Pelican Guide to English 
Literature (1981) are perhaps 
the best known. 

in retirement in Oxford¬ 
shire he worked on The Cam¬ 
bridge Guide to the Arts in 
Britain (1988). as well as 
contributing numerous intro¬ 
ductory notes to volumes pro¬ 
duced by the Folio Socky. 
which also published what he 
regarded as his major work. 
From Myth to Modernism: A 
Short Guide to the World 
Novel (1988). After that, he 
worked on his memoirs. 

A perceptive and caring 
man wife a pawky sense of 
humour, Phelps played a full 
part in his local Oxfordshire 
community. He was a church¬ 
warden at Finstock for IS 
years and served as a gover¬ 
nor of the Church of England 
school there. He was twice 
married and leaves a widow. 
Kay, and a son and daughter 
of his first marriage.

AMONG Uoytfs names, one stands oat 
rented on all sides, even by former 
friends and neighbours. Tony Gooda, 
agent fin; fiie-Gooda Walker syndicates, 
is not mentioned these days in polite 
mpany. “It's a disgusting stray." says 
._chaxd Godden talking about fiie events 
that led to bis crippling losses of more 
than £600000- 

like so many other names, Mr 
Godden directs his anger at Mr Gooda. 
whom he blames for placing him on the 
Gooda Walker syndkates. Names on the 
seven Gooda Walker syndicates are 
awmng toe market's hardest hit with 
losses of more than □ billion, me sixth of 
the £6 bflfian-pius losses the market has 
incurred in the last five years. 

On Tuesday. Lloyd’S is expected to 
mxveil record tosses of up to £2£ MHon. 
relating to the 1990 underwriting year. 

Mr Gooda. fite framer chai rm a n of 
Gooda & Partners, the Lloyd's agency 
total advised more than 250 names, was 
iB ff a popular figure in his loc al 
community in Cbooeynuzst West Sussex. 


Now, he cannot go to the s u per mar ket 
without bring subjected to a torrent of 
verbal abuse from former friends who 
attack him for-hoodwinking" them. And 
his regular trips to the local golf dub 
have been reduced to a mere trade. 

Friendships built up iovot 30 years have 
ended and bis relationships with his 
brother and sister, who has suffered 
massive losses, are said by neighbours to 
be “severety strained". 

"Most of os can’t bear to see him let 
alone talk to Mm," said one name, who 
has been ruined fay his losses. “I asked to 
be put oalowHricsk syndicates and wasn't I 
wasn't tokl that my losses were deteriorat¬ 
ing and to make matters worse I was 
advised to increase nw investments, which 
CQnqmoded my problems.” 

"He never told ns the syndicates were 
Ugb risk." said Fernanda Herford, a 
name since 1977. "1 had to pay out 
£220^000 in 1969, at winch point 1 was 
told by Mr Gooda that fiie worst was 
over. 1 was then hit by a bill for £500.000 
in 1990," she added. 

Mr Gooda. who refused to comment, is 
also faced wife losses of up to D million, 
as he invested in fee same syndicates as 


his namesi He has applied to the 
insurance markers hardship committee 
to hdp stave off posable bankruptcy, a 
move one name said "is rubbing salt in 
the wounds”. Another name questioned 
MrGooda’s hospitality to the Australian 
cricket team at lus private cricket pitch in 
fiie grounds of his home. "Its a bit bkiody 
blatant wben he has bankrupted many of 
his friends/* she said.

MORTGAGE lending by 
building societies fell last 
month on all counts. Gross 
tending, net advances and net 
new commitments were all 
down on April. Mortgage 
money promised during the 
month fell most substantially 
from £3.2 billion to £2.8 bil¬ 
lion, according to the Building 
Societies Association (BSA). 

However, commitments 
outstanding were at their 
highest level since July last 
year at £62 billion. This 
suggests that property sales 
are taking thor time. In a 
buoyant market buyers try to 
rush through their purchases 
quickly to avoid being 
gazumped, in a flat market 
buyers often try to negotiate 
lower prices after surveys give 
cautious values. They know 
that if they lose a property 
there are plenty of others. 

Banks, which have been 
making inroads into the mort¬ 
gage market lent £785 million 
in May. an increase of £19 
million on April. Building 
societies made net advances of 
£896 million down from £921 
million. Gross lending by die 
societies had fallen to £2.6 
billion from £2.7 billion. 

While building society net 
advances were down £350 
million on May last year the 
banks figure was a 50 per cent 
improvement indicating that

banks are taking a larger 
share of a static market 

Adrian Coles, director-gen¬ 
eral designate of the BSA 
said; “New commitments 
were 12 per cent lower than in 
April, suggestng that lending 
activity will remain close to 
current levels over the short¬ 
term. Reports of house prices 
stabilising have undoubtedly 
boosted buyer confidence. The 
evidence overall suggests that 
the housing market recovery 
is progressing slowly." 

Savings are flowing in well 
to societies. They took in net 
retail funds of E700 million in 
May following £1.1 billion in 
ApriL This brings the total in 
the first five months of die 
year to £25 billion: In the 
whole of 1992, societies took in 
£295 million. However, next 
month's BT share sale is likely 
to distort savings figures for 
the next two months. In July. 
withdrawals will be made to 
pay for the first instalments. 
The following month, cheques 
wfll be returned for rejected or 
scaJed-down applications. 

□ Money supply -data for 
May reinforced the market 
view that the economy is 
staging a slow recovery which 


should be sufficient to allow 
Kenneth Clarke, the Chancel¬ 
lor, to leave base rates un¬ 
changed (Colin Narfarough 
writes). 

With the money market 
appearing to rule out any 
near-term cut in interest rates, 
the pound continued to gain 
ground against the mark.

Trade talks 
restart 
in Geneva

THE leading industrial na¬ 
tions have restarted talks 
aimed at opening up govern¬ 
ment contracts for a range of 
goods and services to interna¬ 
tional competition, creating a 
market worth $1,000 billion. 

The resumption of talks aI 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade headquar¬ 
ters, Geneva, after more than 
half a year of deadlock, indi¬ 
cates that America and the 
European Community are 
prepared to seek a multi¬ 
lateral deaL separate from the 
Uruguay Round, in the sensi¬ 
tive procurement area. 

Washington and Brussels 
made a bi-lateral break¬ 
through last month, when they 
agreed to open up their mar¬ 
kets in power generating plant 
The deal was partial, and 
differences over telecommuni¬ 
cations remain an irritation, 
especially after Bonn’s separate 
deal with Washington, not to 
impose tit-for-tat sanctions.

If genius 
is indeed the infinite capacity 
for taking pains, then he has 
proven a genius at selling 
rarpets. His brand of retailing 
is ahout being the most com¬ 
petitive on the high street on 
sourcing and pricing, and then 
ensuring the customer gets 
just what he or she wants at 
the least cost to the seller. 

He retains both his suppli¬ 
ers from those days and his 
retail skills, but running a 
quoted company requires 
more, as those private inves¬ 
tors who have sent off their 
savings in the hope that Sir 
Phil can repeal the magic 
should appreciate. 


Airbus calls for transparency 
of US government subsidies 



The dispute over 
subsidies for US • 
and EC aircraft 
makers rumbles on,

T he head of Airbus, the 
European airplane 
manufacturing consor¬ 
tium. yesterday insisted that 
he stfll suspects American 
plane-makers of flouting toe 
c u rren t industry agre ement 
on government subsidy levels, 
and issued a veiled threat that 
the deal could be saapped 
unless US companies became 
“more transparent". 

Jean Pierson, Tnanagrrijy di¬ 
rector of toe company, said in 
an interview wito The Times 
that white he would not ask 
the US to reorganise its aero¬ 
space industry. he left that 
thousands of research con¬ 
tracts were being signed each 
year without the knowledge of 
the European side. 

“To remove our suspicion, it 
is up to the United Stales to 
give the necessary informa¬ 
tion. They pvt ns nothing — 
nothing — m the last meeting 
in February," he said. 

However, Dick Kenny, a 
Boeing executive, insisted that 
Boeing had always stayed 
within the accord. “If Mr 
Pierson flunks weft not, he 
has been given the wrong 
information. And for him to 
complain about transparency! 
Wdk he should come out of 
his glass house before he 
timrws stores," he retorted. 

The dispute centres on a 
trilateral, EC-US agreement, 
that US government subsi¬ 
dies, principally Boeing and 
McDramefl-Dougbs. would. 
be kept to within 34 per cent 
of their turnover. M Pierson 
claims that while initial dev¬

SAVING a few pence by mailing out 
overseas bills from Honduras has a 
second windfall benefit for Barday- 
card: the statements arrive so late 
that interest is automatically in¬ 
curred by the customers in far flung 
parts of die world. One reader, who 


is based in Mexico, objects to the fact 
that his March bill did not arrive 
until well into June. Previously the 
company used cheap bulk mailing 
from Amsterdam and the delays 
were also long enough to make it 
impossible to pay on time.

says the building 
societies ombudsmen 
are getting tougher 
over investors being 
treated unfairly 

STEPHEN EddL the buffeting 
societies ombudsman, this 
week gave hope to thousands 
of investors trapped in ac¬ 
counts paying tow rates and 
unable to move their money 
because of punitive withdraw¬ 
al conditions. • 

For fee first time, a big 
budding society, the Nation¬ 
wide, has been forced to com¬ 
pensate 33 investors because it 
had treated them unfairly 
over the interest an their sav¬ 
ings. Nationwide said it had 
compensated about 30 more 
investors after the ombucte- 
man’s ruling. Building societ¬ 
ies were warned the umbads=~ 
men.would not hesitate over 
similar decisions in future. 

This is the second time in 
two years Nationwide has 
been required by the ombuds¬ 
man to compensate investors. 
Last year it had to make a pay¬ 
ment to customers in an in- 
stanr-access account that had 
been dosed to new investors 
after the ombudsman dedded 
the society had not given them 
enough information on the dif¬ 
ference in rates between their 
obsolete accounts arid the soci¬ 
ety's recemiy launched one. 

The ombudsman also re¬ 
ceived “floods of complaints" 
in 1991 from Nationwide cus¬ 
tomers unhappy at being held 
in an obsolete 90-day notice 
account for 90 days when the 
new Brighter Horizons 90-day 
account was paying a better 
rate. In these , cases, the am-' 
budsman ruled they must wait 
90 days before moving their 
money. 

Mr Eell and his fellow 
ombudsman Brian Murphy, 
said their latest decision dud 
not mean they had “establish¬ 
ed themselves as arbiters on 
the interest rates that building 
societies pay their savers but 
the [Building Societies Om¬ 
budsman] Council neverthe¬ 
less suggests die building soci¬ 
eties should view this as a 
warning. Interest rates polic¬ 
ies of societies are certainly 
outside the ombudsmen's 
terms of reference but com¬ 
plaints about the unfairness of 
application of those interest 
rates to individuals are not"

Since the ombudsmen's first 
-ruling an Nationwide ac¬ 


counts in January 1992, the 
society has allowed savers in 
notice accounts to transfer 
without penalty to another 
paying a better rate, as long as 

their ori ginal account haa 
been discontinued. It is writ¬ 
ing to investors in notice ac¬ 
counts to teD them they can 
transfer to the new lnvestDi- 
rect postal account without 
having to give notice or pay a 
penally. It has also set up a 
freephone helpline to give out 
information about rates. 

' The society rejected allega¬ 
tions that it had been guilty of 
a practice known in the indus- 
. fry as “harnessing". By this 
method, societies tempt inves¬ 
tors into braids and other long 
- term investments with high in- 
. itial rates. Sometimes these 
are fixed for the first six or 
nine months of the terra. The 
account is dosed to new inves¬ 
tors, so the society has no in¬ 
centive to keep rates 
competitive. Rates are then 
allowed to slip but investors 
normally have to give a long 
' period.of notice' or pay big~ 
penalties to get at their money. 
In same cases they cannot 
withdrawtheir savings during 
the bond's life. 

Complaints about interest 
rates on investment accounts 
again topped the list of cases 
dealt with by the ombudsmen 
this year. At 610. the number 
of such cases dealt with was 
almost eight times that of any , 
other classification. I 

Typically investors com- i 
planted that they had not been 
told their account had been 
re p laced with another paying 
better rates. Mr Eden and Mr 
Murphy said the ideal way for 
societies to keep investors 
informed would be to write to 
them. But press advertise¬ 
ments. notices in branches, 
leaflets and information from 
branch staff are all ways for 
societies to pass the “reason¬ 
ably accessible” test Leaflets 
should be available on the cus¬ 
tomer's side of the counter 
Press advertisements should 
give rates on dosed accounts, 
not merely invite investors to 
make further enquiries. 

In one case rejected by the 
ombudsman, an investor de¬ 
posited about £50,000 in an 
ordinary share account The 
rate was not tiered. His society 
then introduced a new instant- 
access account with tiered 
rates. If the saver had trans¬ 
ferred his investment to the 
new account he would have 
got a much better rate. The 
rate actually paid to him was, 
however, higher than the rate 
offered by the society on the 
lowest tier of its new account 
The ombudsmen concluded 
that the society had made toe 
rates on the ordinary share 
account “reasonably accessi¬ 
ble” and that it was compara¬ 
ble to rates offered by other 
societies. 


Centrebank says sorry with cash 


CENTREBANK. the telephone banking 
arm of the Bank of Scotland, put its 
money where its mouth is this week, 
promising customers of its new higb- 
interest cheque account that it wffl credit 
their accounts with at least £10 if the 
bank makes a mistake (Sara McConnell 
writes). 

Delays in setting up accounts, send¬ 
ing out cheque books or paying over 
standing orders are the types of mis¬ 
takes which would normally qualify for 
a payout, said Keith Isles, chief manag¬ 
er of Centrebank. Faffing to act on a 
customer's instructions or failing to 
acknowledge correspondence within 
three working days of receipt could also. 
trigger a payment 

The exact level of payout will depend 


on the seriousness of fixe mistake but if 
the bank concedes an error, compensa¬ 
tion will not fall below £10. Mr Isles said 
the offer of compensation was 
Centrdbank’s own initiative rather than 
the Bank of Scotland*. He said: “We 
believe we have a good level of customer 
service already. We are not saying that 
we won’t make mistakes but we want to 
show customers we are determined to 
offer good service.” 

Centrebank was relaunched m 
March. For the cost of a local telephone 
raff, customers can get a balance, 
transfer funds between accounts at 
home and abroad, pay biffs, initiate' 
stock exchange transactions , dealing 
with standing orders, direct debits and 
changes of address. From 21 June, lines 


will be open from 8 am to 8pm Monday 
to Thursday, 8 am to 5pm on Friday, 9 
am to 1 pm on Saturday and noon to 4 
pm on Sunday. The bank has a high-in¬ 
terest cheque account with no charges 
on credit balances and an investment 
account 

Sending gifts to wronged customers is 
generaffythe prerogative of individual 
managers at more traditional high 
street banks. Contrite Lloyds and Bar¬ 
clays branch managers have been 
known to send a bouquet of flowers to 
customers, or pay for them to have a 
meal out, after malting mistakes such as 
foiling to pay over standing orders, one 
of the most common errors hanks 
commit. Lloyds said: “It is a token to 
say, “Sorry we made a mistake.” 


THE financial intermediar¬ 
ies, managers and brokers 
regulatory association 
(Fimbra) is to caff in 17 more 
independent arbitrators to 
handle a growing number of 
complaints. 

Richard Cockroft, F/znhra’s 
director of practice, said 99 
complaints bad been referred 
to arbitration in the first 
quarter of this year alone, 
against 259 for the whole of 
1992. 

Under the arbitration 
scheme, set up in- 199L inves¬ 
tors with a complaint against 
a Fimbra-registered firm can 
submit it to an independent 
arbitrator who win bear writ¬ 
ten or oral evidence from both 
sides. The arbitrator has die 
power to order firms to 
compensate investors. 

Concern has been mount¬ 
ing over the long delays 
inflicted on some investors 
who take their cases to 
arbitration. At the moment. 
Fimbra'S panel of arbitrators, 
supplied by the Institute of 
Arbitrators, numbers only 13. 

Keith Woodley, the inde¬ 
pendent claims commissioner 
overseeing Fimbra’s handling 
of compiamts against its 
members and itself, warned 
in his annual report this week: 
"Change will be necessary if 
the present arrangements are 
not producing speedy and 
inexpensive conclusions to 
disputes. ”

to the arbitrators. Of these, 
259 were referred in 1992. 
nearly triple the number of 
the year before. In the year to 
December 1992, 159 cases 
were concluded, with com¬ 
pensation in 81 claims, 59 
claims failed and the rest were 


either outside the scheme's 
terms of reference, withdrawn 
or abandoned. At the begin¬ 
ning of this year, 175 cases 
were Still being investigated. 

Mr Woodley described as a 
“sinister development” the in¬ 
creasing tendency for Fimbra- 
regulaled independent finan¬ 
cial advisers to bring in 
solicitors to represent them. 
He said: “In at least one case, 
this frightened away the com¬ 
plainant and in all but excep¬ 
tional circumstances would 
seem for removed from the 
original concept of the 
scheme.” 

The idea behind the arbitra¬ 
tion scheme is that neither 
side should normally need to 
be legally represented and 
that the arbitrator should be 
able to ntafcp a derision on 
written evidence only. Legal 
Aid is not available for taking 
cases to arbitration. 

Mr Woodley was also con¬ 
cerned at delays experienced 
by many elderly investors 


who had been sold home 
income plans by Fimbra-reg¬ 
istered financial advisers. A 
total of 332 complaints was 
made about sales of such 
plans last year, and the sheer 
volume of cases was part of 
the reason for the delays. Bur 
Mr Woodley said “The over¬ 
all arrangements for redress 
and compensation are falling 
short of effective investor 
protection". 

The Securities and Invest¬ 
ments Board (SIB) said last 
week only a handful of cases 
had been settled through the 
“one stop shop” system set up 
to help deal with complaints, 
channelling them through 
Fimbra. 

Building societies had 
proved particularly reluctant 
to accept responsibility for 
offering mortgages to elderly 
people on fixed incomes. The 
building societies ombuds¬ 
men this week attacked re¬ 
strictions on their powers, 
which mean they could only 
normally deal with home 
income plan cases if the 
building societies themselves 
agreed, because they are out¬ 
side the ombudsmen's terms 
of reference. 

The building societies om¬ 
budsmen are to present a 
paper next month to the 
Building Societies Ombuds¬ 
man Company, which has the 
power to extend the ombuds¬ 
men's jurisdiction.

EMPLOYEES in company 
pension schemes must press 
harder for the right to have a 
say in appointing trustees, 
Clark Whitehall, the chartered 
accountant, said this week. 

The fi nding s of the firm's 
annual survey of pension 
schemes show that nearly half 
the schemes surveyed gave 
members no say in the ap¬ 
pointment of trustees, wno 
were chosen solely by the 
employer. The survey this 
year concentrated an smaller 
schemes with assets of be¬ 
tween £1 millio n and £50 
million. Replies were received 
from 67 schemes with more 
than 100,000 members. 

The majority of schemes (62 
per cent) had one single corpo¬ 
rate trustee. Of these, empl oy¬ 
ers had the sole authority for 
appointing and removing 
trustees in 42 per cent of cases. 
A further 28 per cent of 
schemes declined to reveal 
how their trustees were ap¬ 
pointed, while in the remain¬ 
ing 30 per cent of schemes, 
members nomfniated between 
half and one third of the direc¬ 
tors of the corporate trustees. 

Of the 38 per cent of 
schemes winch were adminis¬ 
tered by individual trustees, 45 
per cent had no trustees other 


than directors or senior em¬ 
ployees of tiie employer. The 
other 55 per cent of such 
schemes had representatives 
of both employers and mem¬ 
bers. Employees in these 
schemes generally accounted 
for between one half and ewe 
third of the total number of 
trustees. Only 5 per cent of all 
the schemes surveyed had 
appointed an independent 
trustee to safeguard members' 
interests. 

After bring appointed, the 
trustees of one scheme in six 
meet less frequently than twice 
a year. Quarterly meetings are 
held by 80 per cent of trustees.

EMPLOYEES face more risk of an 
impoverished old age through not 
putting enough money into their pen¬ 
sions than from an employer like Robert 
Maxwell plundering the fund, according 
to a guide from the Consumers 1 Associ¬ 
ation (Lindsay Cook writes). 

The Which? Guide to Pensions says 
that despite the plight of the Maxwell 
pensioners, pension scheme trustees 
being taken to court, tales of salespeople 
luring clients mtn unsuitable plans and 
advisers absconding with pensioners^ 
savings, the vast majority of schemes are 
ran quietly and efficiently and do a very 
important job. 

Jonquil Lowe, the author, does howev¬ 
er warn people investing in pension 
plans to do their homework. The Inves¬ 
tors Compensation Scheme provided a 
limited degree of recompense if things 
went wrong, but no law could stop a 
ready determined fraudster. 

Investors should therefore work out 
their needs and make sure they have the 
necessary information for salesmen. This 
includes a recent pay dip, a forecast of 
their state pension, and the driails of any

APPLYING for a cheaper loan 
appears to have cost one 
couple their creditworthiness.

But before die 
cheque arrived he saw an Atth 
ance& Leicester leaflet in acar 
ma gazine offering die sanw 
loan at a cheaper rate. 

Not "wishing to pay mare 
than necessaiy for me foanfo 
pay for a visit to his in-laws fa. 
Manila. Mr Soutter tete- 
phoned Alliance & Leicester, 
who helpfully calculated the 
lower payments at an annual 
percentage-" rate of 18.6 per 
cent, compared with 19.4 per 
cent He was then advised to 
return the cheque when it 
arrived and start again with 
his appHcarion- 

Thls he did. but less than a 
month later the application 
review department wrote to - 
him turning down his qipoo- 
tkm. suggesting “ff you were to 
re-apply in 12 months, the . 
decision nmy be different".. 

Mr Sautter said: “There has 
been absolutely no change in 
my circumstances between the 
two applications. My mort¬ 
gage hastwo years to go, my

Savings Bank and I have been 
driving: a bus for a local 
company for 36 years. We 
have no debts and we have a 
good credit record, having 
paid off a car loan. 

“If this happened to some¬ 
one less stable than us they 
might be upset We can go 
elsewhere.

trying to get a cheaper loan.” It 
seemed strange to toe couple 
that in assessing their credit- 
worthiness toe company felt 
theywould not be able to meet 
toe lower payments but could

to 19.4 per cent Mr Soutter 
agreed to the payments being 
Mm directly from his bank 
account and also to taka out 
personal loan protection. 

The two loan brochures 
were virtually identical invit¬ 
ing applications for loans to 
pay for a new car or a holiday. 


The first proclaimed “new 
lower rates” on the front and 
the second "even lower rates". 

A spokeswoman said quite a 
lot of people applied for loans 
then saw a cheaper rate adver¬ 
tised and reapplied successful¬ 
ly. In this case there had been 
an administrative error, she 
said. “It should not have 
happened, our wrists are duly 
slapped and we are making 
sure it wont happen again. It 
was certainly nothing to do 
with the rate—there is no way 
we would lose a customer for 
toe sake of a few pounds.” Mr 
Soutter has now been offered a 
further discount as a goodwill 
gesture and an apology. 

Other applicants for loans 
to improve their homes may 
find they are turned down if 
they want them to be secured 
an their homes.

Not afraid to nm his juveniles, he 
saddled three of Saunter’s winners, all 
in twoyear-okl races that were conspicu¬ 
ous by foe lack of a single participant 
from Shaikh Mohammed’s vast string. 

French trainers also enjoyed some¬ 
thing of a renaissance after managing 
just two victories in the last decade. They

A centre court jester 
whose Wimbledon 
legacy is fading fast 


F or those who believed that 
winning Wimbledon would 
be the making of the man. 
Andre Agassi has been a deep 
disappointment Far from grow¬ 
ing into the role of Wimbledon 
champion, which he earned with a 
fortnight of sublime brilliance a 
year ago. Agassi has retreated to 
the sanctuary of his boyhood, 
venturing from his guarded for¬ 
tress in the grounds of the Spanish 
Trails Country Club, north of Las 
Vegas, only, it seems, to watch ice 
hockey or basketball, enjoy his 
new high-profile friendship with 
Barbra Streisand or play lucrative 
exhibition tennis against another 
influential buddy. John McEnroe. 

Far from turning over the new 
leaf he promised, and proving to 
all his many critics that a solid 
heart lay beneath the shallow 
smile and fashion accessories. 
Agassi has simply fostered the age- 
old accusations that, in the words 
of the advertisement that will stay 
with him long after his bicycle 
shorts have been consigned to the 
Wimbledon museum: ‘'Image is 
everything". He has resembled 
Hoiidini more than the "Zen 
Master" Streisand christened him 
at the US Open last year. 

Since he dropped to his knees on 
centre court in tearful disbelief of 
his first grand slam title 12 months 
ago, Agassi has played rally 40 
matches, including a mere five in 
grand slams. He has won two 
titles this year, both within radar 
distance of the Vegas strip, and 
played just two tournaments in 
Europe, the latest ending in a first- 
round defeat by a grass-court no- 
hoper in Germany this week. 

Tonsillitis, groin strains, tendin¬ 
itis in die wrist Agassi’s doctor 
must have suffered writer's cramp 
as a series of sick-notes have 
winged their way to all parts of the 
globe other than, by one of those 
strange coincidences that has fash¬ 
ioned the public perception of 
Agassi far more than the products 
of his colour blind tailor, neigh¬ 
bouring states in the United 
States. 

His one appearance in Baris, 
before the recent French Ojxn. 
was an embarrassing interview 
with McEnroe on behalf of Nike, 
which produced a number of poor 


jokes, notably at die expense of the. 
world No I, Pete Sampras, and did 

little to suggest any intellectual 
advancement from his early days 
of outrage and official-bailing. 

It was in Paris three years ago 
that he referred to Philippe 
Q mtrier, head of the Internat io nal 
Tennis Federation, as a "bozo”. To 
his eternal credit Chattier refused 
to rise to the taunt suggesting in a 
paternal way that the American 
was a very nice boy but needed to 
grow up a little. He was right the n 
and, for all Agassi’s consorting 
with the elders of sport and 
showburiness, would probably 
still be right today. 

On Monday, another side-note 
notwithstanding, Agassi will take 
his place on centre court to begin 
the defence of his Wimbledon tide 
against Bemd Karbacher, a tall

young German with a huge fore¬ 
hand. Even after the last two 
years, nobody wQl know quite 
what to expect Agassi, with just 
one match under his expanding 
waistline since early April, could 
easily lose in the first round. 
Equally, if he survives for a few 
days, recovers his confidence and 
enters into the spirit of the tourna¬ 
ment as completely as he did last 
year. anything is possible. 

It is hard to envisage a repeat of 
the knife-edge virtuosity with 
which Agassi destroyed Becker in 
the quarter-finals or of the unex¬ 
pected bravery with which he 
parried Ivanisevic’s firepower in 
the finaL Yet as Boris Becker said 
last week: "I would bet my house 
Agassi is not Wimbledon champi¬ 
on but who knows, he could win it 
again." 

Even Agassi himself, at the 
advanced age of 23, has little idea 
what the marrow will bring or 


when the muse will alight once 
more. In a life largely spent within 
fiie confines of a tennis court or 
within the equally constricting 
boundaries of planet Vegas, 
Agassi has enjoyed little chance to 
make contact with the real world 
Consequmfly, he has as much 
idea of how his words and deeds 
. wfll be received as a Martian. 

He has few friends on the circuit 
even now and rarely spends any 
tim e gossiping in the lodter-nxan. 
In Halle last week, he could not 
find anyone willing to practise 
with him. He is respected by the 
other players but still regarded 
with the same suspicion as be was 
when he first came on to the tour 
flaunting stonewashed shorts and 
his born-again Christianity seven 
years ago. Though the regulars at 
LTs Sports Bar and Grill in Las 
Vegas, where Agassi likes to relax 
when off duly, would doubtless 
disagree, Agassi does little to 
encourage social contact 

Animes. he seems frightened by 
it On the tour, he is pr otected 
eve ryw here by his private trainer.

Agassils fear of the outside 
world is not surprising.

He turned profes¬ 
sional in 1965, at 16. threw his 
rackets away in disgust the foUow- 
ing year and, by the end of 1988, 
had reached No 3 in the world, 
thrilling the marketing men with 
his goldilocks innocence and his 
bibte-bashing brilliance. Here, 
surely, was the boy to break the 
hearts of middle America. 

By the time he was able to drive 
file expensive motor cars he re¬ 
gards as bis one indulgence, 
Agassi was the mam breadwinner 
in a family of four children that 
had largely survived cm scraps 
until file extent of his marketabil¬ 
ity became apparent 

Agassi’s father, Mike, an Arme¬ 
nian who emigrated from Iran as 
Emmanuel Agassian in 1952, 
boxed in theOlympics and United 



professional for a short time when 
he first landed in GHiragn- Shortly 
after, he moved to Las Vegas to 
become a tennis professional at the 
Tropicana Hotel and, when that 
did not prosper, worked as a 
waiter and a petrol pump atten¬ 
dant to pay for his youngest son's 
tennis education. Agassi has not 
forgotten the sacrifices. At the last 
count, Mike Agassi was on his 
third Cadillac.

The Australian, who was 
bom in Southampton, outlast¬ 
ed Henrik Holm, the Swedish 
second seed, 6-4,6-7,7-6 in the 
semi-finals six days after los¬ 
ing to Amaud Boetsch, the 
Frenchman, in the final of the 
Rosmalen tournament fri 
Holland. 

Masur. 30. beat the Britons, 
Ross Matheson. Chris Wilkin¬ 
son and Jeremy Bates in his 
first three matches this week. 
In the final he wifi meet his 
compatriot, Jason Stoltenberg, 
who defeated Stephane Sinn- , 
an, the French left-hander, 6-7, 
6-2,6-3 in the other semifinal. 

It will be the first time that 
two Australians have met in a 
grand prix or ATP final since 
July 1988 when Masur beat 
Brad Drewett at Newport, 
Rhode Island. 

That was Masur’s last tour 
victory but he should be 
confident of winning today as 
he has beaten Stoltenberg 
three times in three meetings, 
though only once on grass, at 
Queen's Oub, in 1989. 

Stoltenberg said: “There’s 
always a first time. It's good. 
for me to have a lot of marries 
beforeWimbledon.

Yet why do young Australians, such as 
Michael Slain; find foe flourish that 
dudes young English players?

England mauled by Australia

LORD'S (second day of five): 
Australia have scored 592for 
four wickets against England. 


LORDS was England's twi¬ 
light zone yesterday, meteoro¬ 
logically and metaphorically. 
The sun. which scowled ail 
day behind brooding doud, 
may rapidly be going down on 
an England team which is 
forfeiting its Ashes ambitions 
irretrievably with each _ pass¬ 
ing session of this infant' 
Comhfll series. 

Australia batted through 
the second day of die second 
Test as serenely as they had 
the first England, having 
taken two wickets on Thurs¬ 
day, managed the same again 
yesterday and, with the Aus¬ 
tralian top three all complet¬ 
ing centuries, Mark Waugh 
ana Allan Boeder can almost 
be put down as failures for 
making only 99 and 77 respec¬ 
tively. Sb it has come to this. 

Only once, in the 30 Tests 
between the two countries an 
this ground, has either side 
scored more than Australia’s 
overnight 592 for four and. if 
Allan Border was so inclined, 
he could assuredly eclipse the 
Bradman-inspired 1930 total 
of729 for six before declaring. 

Sadly for England, he is 
unlikely to be as charitable. 
Almost the only consolation of 
their wretched day in the field 
was that the failing evening 
light dispelled the prospect of 
fresh Australian bowlers

being unleashed on a footsore 
and demoralised side before 
the dose, and Border is sure to 
declare early this morning, 
despite die loss of his main 
fast bowler. 

If ever David Boon was to 
make his first Test century in 
England, this had to be the 
day and. sure enough, despite 
a fretful afternoon, the mo¬ 
ment arrived half-an-hour 
after tea. This is his 21st Test 
innings in this country, an 
unconscionable wait tor a 
player of such ability, and the 
release of tension in him was 
obvious. 

Boon's batting is a monu¬ 
ment to tenacity. Marie 
Waugh’s is a demonstration of 
enviable natural skills, occa¬ 
sionally flawed early in his 
innings but otherwise subject, 
more than any other threat, to 
the daring erf a man to whom it 
all comes so easily. His were 
die strokes of the day. but his. 
too. looked likely for some 
while to be the only wicket, 
bowled off his pads by Philip 
Tufhell during a deserving 
spell, other side of tea. in 
which he displayed not only 
more control than of late, but 
more character. 

Removing Waugh, howev¬ 
er, had its downside for Eng¬ 
land- Border himself arrived 
to bat, as ever, in the style his 
team most needed. He played 
his shots selflessly, often dirill- 
ingly. yet the determinati on to 
take a personal memento from 
his fifth and last Test on this 
ground was plain. Few in the 
foil-house crowd begrudged

him that and, when his vi¬ 
brant 77 ended in self-destruc¬ 
tion just a few minutes from 
the dose, the ground rose to 
arriaim a fine innings from a 
truly great cricketer. 

There were precious few 
crumbs erf comfort on Bi¬ 
lls plate last night Their 
! could not be castigat¬ 
ed, for it was never less than 
competitive and. during the 
middle session of the day. 
quite c hallengin g But tile 
need for bowlers who are 
capable of penetration on good 
batting pitches is now embar¬ 
rassing in its urgency. As 
tilings stand, England’s only 
hope of winning a Test match 
is by taking their chances on a 
pitch loaded in favour of the 
bowlers. 

The first session yesterday 
hinted darkly that this pilch 
might change character. The 
odd ball from Caddkk and 
Foster lifted sharply and Such 
obtained enough turn and 
bounce to exaggerate the vi¬ 
sions of what Wame may 
achieve. But it soon passed. 
Lewis was lively but benevo¬ 
lent, serving up for too much 
that could comfortably be put 
away for four in conditions 
where the bowlers* margin for 
errors in length and tine was 
slim. By lundi, 105 had been 
added and the third-wicket 
pair were still together. 

Indignity now seemed likely 


to be pQed on indignity. but. to 
their credit. England checked 
the Australian charge. At 400 
for two. it was a fittie late to be 
producing the best bowling of 
the innings, but take nothing 
away from Ttafiidl and Such 
for that. Between them, they 
becalmed and frustrated 
Boon, who spent an hour 
scoring only ten. and drained 
the fluency from Waugh even 
as he dosed in on an apparent¬ 
ly inevitable century. 

Waugh had 93 when he 


swept at Tufnell and the ball. 
looped off the top edge, hot 
quite carrying to short fine- 
teg. Thfnefl turned away an d 
h<*nt, hands on kn«»g fri silent 
but graphic medita tion . Two 
overs later, he had his reward. 
Bowling over the wicket out¬ 
side leg-stump, he tangled up 
Waugh as he aimed- to push 
the smgle he needed, and the

SERIOUS doubts over the 
fitness of Fete Sampras, the 
Nol men’s singles seed for 
Wimbledon, emerged yester¬ 
day two days before the start 
of the championships. 

Sampras was due to play in 
an exhibition tournament at 
the Roehampton dab but 
withdrew before the event 
started on Wednesday and 
yesterday had treatment on 
an injured shoulder. Yester¬ 
day, he was frying to keep a 
low profile and when asked if 
he would be fit for Wimbldon 
all be would say is: “I don't 
know yet" 

The ATP trainer admitted 
that Sampras had been to see 
himsaying: “Pete’s been in for 
t r e a tment but if he doesn't 
want to discuss it l won’t It’s 

confidential ” 

However. Sampras was 
seen in the treatment room at 
tiie Wimbledon qualifying 
tournament having intensive 
physiotherapy on his shoul¬ 
der and was said to have 
asked for die results of some 
MRI (Magnetic Resonance 
Imaging) tests. 

The tests are diagnostics 
aids producing a computer 
image of bone, nerve; liga¬ 
ment and musde tissue. The 
tests are not usually done as 
just a precautionary measure 
but are used to track down 
hidden problems that will not 
show up mi an May. 

The Wimbledon referee. 
Alan Mills, was aware of tiie 
problem and had already 
received . a request from 
Sampras to delay the start of 
his fifth challenge for the title. 
“He has requested a Tuesday 
start and ftn sure we will 
grant it” Mills said. 

If Sampras pulls out of die 
championships it would leave 
Wimbledon without a Nol 
seed. His place in the draw 
would be taken by Henrik 
Holm, of Sweden. whQe a 
Indy loser from die qualify¬ 
ing competition would move 
up to take Hobn’s place. 

The injury scare is soother 
chapter in Sampras's cheq- 
uoed career. After launching 
himself into the top flight by 
winning the US Open in 1990, 
h e spen t much of the summer 
suffering from shin splints. 
Now, he has until 6pm tomor¬ 
row to deride* whether he can 
conqiete this year.

can offer (plus cute little shops, a 
common, pubs and restaurants,r 
and a riding school). 

Martina Navratflova chose the 
same street for years. She likes to 
have two bases, one for herself and 
her partner, and one far her 
entourage -of coach, secretary, 
friends and family. She rents a 
bicycle for £15 a week from the 
Smith Brothers’ Cycle Shop in 
Church Road, - and rides to' the 
courts. Ivan Lendl takes a splendid, 
old house with a view, dose to the 
golf course, where he Ekes to play. 
This is big enough to accoauxKxlaiie 
his wife, child, nanny, rrtanager, 
coach, dietitian and racket stringer. 

What all toe tennis stars have in 
common is a need for privacy ami ■ 
security, particularly after Monica 
Seles was attacked with a knife : 
recently in Germany. So why doit • 
they stay m hotels, with nxrfn' 
service and security guards? . 

"1 can sum it up in one word," 
says Sheila Shipley. “Traffic." Ms 
Shipley runs an agency called 
Tennis London, founded five years, 
ago to find places for players and - 
tennis company oeeattwes. to stay-..

The. supporting cast need {daces 
to stay,, too. linesmen, umpires, 
aspiring junior players and fans 
from far away are happy to stay in 
people’s sparerpoms at £25 a night, 
less agency fee. Jane Scoan used to 
let out-her spare room; then took 
over from someone who was acting 
as agent for six houses.

Mr 
McConkey seized his moment “Be 
aware of the Holy Spirit filling 
your whole being, making God real 
to you,” he declared. 

I was in Lancaster, and had es¬ 
caped from the wind, rain and 
gloom through huge, vivid-purple 
doors into St Thomas Penny Street 
to celebrate Evening Communion 
and continue with “the Late Ser¬ 
vice". a charismatic evangelical 
event aimed at the young. 

Much effort had gone into dress¬ 
ing scruffily. as it had into trans¬ 
forming this dismal church into a 
receptacle fit to be “filled with the 
Holy Spirit'’. If ever there was a 
“grunge” church, this is it We sat 
in oak pews which could have used 
a polish, knelt on worn brown 
carpet, were oppressed by white¬ 
washed wails and yellowing gloss 
paint on what once must have been 
attractive plain wood panelling. 
Damp patches showed on the 
ceiling. The finest 
features — stained 
glass and a carved 
reredos — were 
barely visible be¬ 
yond a newly plast¬ 
ered chancel wall. 

“It’S very shoddy." 
said the vicar, the 
Rev Peter Guin¬ 
ness. “The church 
employs so many 
people that most of 
Us budget goes on 
missions and staff!" 

Mr Guinness hopes 
to restore the build¬ 
ing. but all 
churches could 
learn from the tem¬ 
porary improve¬ 
ments effected by 
the youngsters for Transforme 
their Late Service. 

His curate, the Rev TYevor 
Mapstone, who preached at the 
preceding communion, is paid 
about £12.000 a yean the vicar 
earns a little more.

Home of the mega moths

A s we entered his but¬ 
terfly house. Simon. 
Preston was talking 
about moths. “As a 
boy I would HI the classroom 
with moths.

The butterflies fort are spin¬ 
ning around us in a darning 
array of greens, br^ht or¬ 
anges, yellows and blues come 
from Peru, the Philippines, 
Malaysia. Kenya and central, 
Africa, Taiwan, Thailand and 
New Guinea. - 

Each week a batch of about 
30 pupae, costing approxi¬ 
mately £59. complete foe last 
leg of their journey ^via dealers 
and the postman to Badsell 
Park Farm. Nigel Hodges, 
who las been working in the 
butterfly bouse since it opened 
three years ago, unpacks 
them. Then, with an Evo glue 
stick, he attaches the pupae 
upside down to plant sticks 
and pats than into an insulat¬ 
ed propagator at a tempera¬ 
ture of 7QS0E. “If ym keep foe 


humidity too trigh you will 
drown them," Mr Hodges 
says. Tbo low and they don’t 
come ouL If the temperature is 
too add you chiD them. Tbo 
hot and fhey get cooked. We 
don’t know exactly what stage 
they are at when they arrive, 
' suit could be between five and 
• ZT days until they hatch.” 

Whoi a butterfly emerges, 
usuatiy at dawn, the wings are 
tiny. It takes foe butterfly up to 
three hours to dry out, then 
another hour before it can fry. 

Each cfebut is a triumph 
against the odds — as was foe 
butterfly house itself, which 
measures about 23ft long by 
30ft wide. The site used to be 
life bade of an old bullock yard 
and astream running through 
it had to be japed under¬ 
ground. “The butterfly house 
needed to be sheltered, rela¬ 
tively warm and. above aD, Jet 
. sunfight in," Mr Hodges says. 
“It does tins for some of foe 
day, up to about 1 o’clock, then 
foe.sun moves away ” It may 
be foe lack of sunlight in foe 
afternoon that sometimes 
stops the butterflies- flying 
ttu^L Or, he flunks, it could be 
that "most butterflies, evm in 
the*wild,-fly in the morning, 
and then they get stressed. 
They’ve used up aD their 
mergy and need a rest” 

Then there are foe gaps, 
through which cold air seeps 
in and the occasional butterfly 
gets out — “the owl butterfly 
up-in the pear orchard, for

The real problem, though, is 
pests: red spider, white fly, 
slugs, snails and aphids rival 
one another to destroy the 
plants on which butterflies 
feed — lantanas, busy-tizzies, 
fuchsias, geraniums and bud- 
dleia, plumbago and citrus 
plants mostly m orange, red 
and pink. “Butterflies are not 
attracted to white or yellow 
flowers," Mr Hodges says, 
“even strongly scented ones.” 

Ants are a problem for 
different reasons. One sting 
and a butterfly dies. The night 
before ray visit two woe lost 
that way. Then a spider killed 
a mocker swallowtafl. 

Insecticides were tried, but 
they killed two-thirds of foe 
butterflies. Now ft is outright 
biological warfare. The pupae 
or eggs erf other creatures, 
some so small they are invisi¬ 
ble to the naked eye, arrive in 
tubed packages through foe 
post They are • sprinkled 
around and when they batch 
they attack the predators. 

All this seems rather a U- 
tum from the days when Mr 
Preston was a boy. Then, 
“armed with setting boards, 
relaxing tins, collecting boxes 
and a cyanide-based killing 
bottle, I built up a butterfly 
collection" he says. Even 
moths in those days would be 
trapped at night with “a 
disgusting sticky mixture of 
sugar, warm treacle and rum, 
which would be pasted on to 
tree trunks. Alive, but slightly 
drunk, the moths could then 
be seized.” Now Mr Preston is 
reeling — just flunking about 
what be used to do. 


S wallows go wherever 
flvne are flying insects. 
They patrol up and 
down the rivers; they swoop in 
front of golfers who have 
disturbed the flies in the grass. 
They are instantly recog¬ 
nisable, with their steely blue 
backs and the 3in-long stream¬ 
ers either side of their tails, 
and you can often hear the 
snap of their beaks as they 
pick up an insect 
Most are nesting now. with 
eggs or young in foe little mud 
cups that they have built on 
the rafters in dark bams and 


garages. They sweep through 
the door or window with 


amazing precision. 

The pair defends its nest site 
against other swallows, and 
they will sometimes even 
chase bats away. After the first 
brood is an the wing, they will 
normally have a second and 
sometimes a third. So by the 
autumn, the fields around the 


farms are full of swallows. 


among whom the young can 
be distinguished because theft- 
streamers have not yet grown. 
By September, most are off to 
southern Africa; but a few late 
breeders stay around until 
October. 

Tlw two other members of 
foe swallow family that breed 
in Britain are the house mar¬ 
tin and foe sand martin. 
House martins winter in equa¬ 
torial Africa, so they do not 
have so fax to come as the 
swallows, but .they usually 
arrive later and many of them 
are still building. They make 
deep nests of mud and grass 
under foe eaves of houses, or 
.even of foe shops in a busy 
street If there is a puddle by a 
village green, that is where 
they will duster, picking up 
unto in their beaks. 

They are black above, with a 
slight blue gloss, and white 
beneath, with white feathers 
on their legs. In the air they 
show a conspicuous white 
rump, and their chattering 


calls always remind me of the 
dicker that lantern-slide lec¬ 
turers used to use when they 
wanted the picture changed. 

After the young birds have 
flown, they still come back to 
the nest to roost for a time. The 
young erf the first brood have 
also been recorded as helping 
their parents to feed the 
nestlings of the second annual 
family — an unusual form of 
co-operation among birds.

out. When the young grow 
bigger they come to the en¬ 
trance to watch out for their 
parents returning with food. 
At this time the young birds 
also learn to recognise their 
parents’ individual calls: once 
they leave the nest, it would be 
easy to lose (hem among the 
sand martins that arc con¬ 
stantly flying to and fro in 
front of the quarry faoe.

Dressed in linen, Wensleydale has been reinvented as a connoisseur’s delicacy, Paul Wilkinson reports ‘ * 

Buffed up for a cheesy revival 


T rue Wensleydale is bade in 
Britain's shops after a se¬ 
ries of adventures that took 
die cheese from the epony¬ 
mous Yorkshire dale to the point of 
extinction, but finished like all good 
stories, with a happy ending. 

In the process “real" Wensleydale 
has moved up-market from the 
ranks of identical shrink-wrapped 
blocks cramming superstore chiller 

cabinets to become a hand-crafted 

delicacy, gracing the marbled 
counters of Fortnunvs, Harrods and 
specialist delicatessens. 

A hint of honey in the flavour of 
Wensleydale makes it an excellent 
companion to sweet dishes, in 
Yorkshire, wedges of the moist, 
crumbly white cheese are tradition¬ 
ally eaten either with a piece of apple 
pie or atop a thick chunk of rich 
fruitcake. Dales folk claim their 
herb-rich pastures impart a flavour 
through the milk that is impossible 
to duplicate elsewhere. 

The return of the real thing from 
near oblivion is a story of David 
versus Goliath, of a small communi¬ 
ty^ determination and ingenuity 
against remote, faceless, big-com¬ 
pany bureaucracy. 

In May last year. Dairy Crest, the 
retail arm of the Milk Marketing 
Board announced from its Thames 
Ditton headquarters in suburban 
Surrey. 250 miles from Yorkshire, 
that production was to stop at its 
Hawes creamery near the top of 
Wensleydale. It would end a tradi¬ 
tion of cheesemaking to the dale that 
stretched back unbroken to the 12 th 
century, when French Cistercian 
monks first introduced the process. 

E ven worse for all true York- 
shireraen, production was 
to cross the Pennines to a 
modem plant in Lanca¬ 
shire. Apart from the slight to their 
pride, the loss of 60 jobs threatened 
to devastate the valley community. 
A rescue campaign mobilised expa¬ 
triate Yorkies. questions were asked 
in Parliament and a deluge of 
protest letters flooded in from 
around the world 
Dairy Crest felt the full force of 
northern opinion, and was mightily 
embarrassed when cyclists to the 
MMB-sponsored Milk Race were 
routed through the dale last sum¬ 
mer. The locals' reception, as stony 
and cold as the surrounding 
moortops in January, appeared on 
television across Europe. 

As well as words, there was action 
as a local consortium negotiated to 
buy the creamery, but the talking 
was tough, as Dairy Crest allegedly 
set awkward conditions to protect its 
own market, and asked a football- 
pool price for the plant 
By the summer all seemed lost 
when the creamery finally closed 
Essential equipment was removed 
and a key employer was lost to a 
tightly stretched rural economy. But 
as in an ancient drama, a deus ex 
machina appeared Last November, 
a previously unknown group of 
former employees announced a suc¬ 
cessful bid. Much of the £300,000 
required came-from John Gibson, a 
recently retired industrialist 
In spring, the metamorphosed 
mousetrap made its first appear¬ 
ance. It has shed its populist plastic 
wrapping to don classic linen and

move up-market as a delicacy for 
cheese buffs. David Hartley, man¬ 
aging director of the new company, 
says: “Because of the restrictions 
placed on us by Dairy Crest which 
wanted to protect its own 
Wensleydale production in Lanca¬ 
shire, we had to rethink. It helped us 
to a way. Because we could not 
resume mass production, we went 
for quality. All our cheeses are now 
hand-made and wrapped in linen. 
They are also stored for longer to 
improve the flavour, before being 
released to the market" 

Nationally. Wensleydale produc¬ 
tion runs at 2000 tons a week. The 
Hawes creamery produces just 
eight instead of huge blocks such as 
those mass-produced in big dairies 
elsewhere. Hawes makes traditional 
cylindrical 101b “tails” and 131b disc¬ 
shaped “flats”. Soon after the re¬ 
launch. the creamery landed its first 
big success with an order to supply 
all of Safeways English and Welsh 
stores. It has since won a string of 
awards at food fairs around the 
country, including a first at the 
International Food and Drink Exhi¬ 
bition at Earl’s Court London. 

Reputed to be the Queen Mather’s 
favourite cheese, there was little 
surprise when, soon after the 
Saffeway’s order, it was was ordered 


by both Fortnum & Mason and 
Harrods. Sales are running 20 per 
cent above initial forecasts, and new 
staff are being taken on ahead of 
schedule, although as yet only a 
third of fixe original workforce has 
been employed. Two weeks ago. 
Sains bury became the latest retailer 
to sign up for supplies for its 
delicatessens. 

T he enterprising new owners 
have also identified a place 
in the tourist market and 
reintroduced a 11 b special 
which sold by the ton to tourists 
until, inexplicably, it was dumped 
by Dairy Crest ten years ago. 

The creamery will expand further 
next year with a visitor centre, 
museum and educational trips for 
schoolchildren. 

According to Mr Hartley, closing 
the creamery was neither here nor 
there to Dairy Crest “To us and the 
dak it was life or death. Farming is 
declining, there’s little or no indus¬ 
try. The dale would be dead if the 
creamery went”

BUILDING A WINE CELLAR: 8

TANNIN- is the in¬ 
gredient that makes 
red wines such long¬ 
distance runners, 
compared to white 
wines. Without it 
reds turn pale and 
spindly with age 
and eventually break up. Al¬ 
most every robust traditional¬ 
ly vinified red will benefit 
from a few years' cellarage 
that will turn its tannins into 
something richer, softer, more 
scented and easier to drink. 

The reds that, via modem 
methods such as maceration 
carbonique, have been vinified 
today to be drunk tomorrow, 
and thus should not be laid 
down, mostly cany warning 
back-labels advising con¬ 
sumption within six months of 
purchase. Many are made 
from light gulpable grapes 
such as gamay. As with white 
wines, avoid cellaring any red 
priced under £3.50: these will 
wither, not bloom, with age. 

The top red grapes to lay 
(town include cabernet sauvig- 
non, syrah and pinot noir. The 
first two produce the darkest 
and most structured reds, with 
the highest levels of tannin 
and aridity, and thus the best 
potentional for ageing. By

rights, the syrah 
grape, because of its 
dense, purple-black 
colour and high tan¬ 
nin content should 
outlive the cabernet 
sauvignon-based 
blends.

Cut 
the zest into long strips and cook 
these gently in a little water for five 
minutes. Drain off the water, and 
add the honey to the pan. Cook the 
zest in the honey until it begins to 
turn transparent, as if you were 
making marmalade. Make a batter 
with the.flour, eggs and milk, and 
stir in the flavoured honey and 
lemon zest Grate the zest of the 
second lemon into the baner and 
add the sqeezed juice of one lemon. 
Stir thoroughly and pour the batter 
into a well-buttered dish. Dot with 
the remaining butter and bake in 
the middle of a pre-heated oven. 
200C/400F. gas mark 6 . for 40 
minutes or so, until well risen and 
golden brown. Remove from the 
oven and serve warm. Cream or 
plain yoghurt goes well with this.

Hooked by a killer fly 


I cannot remember quite how the 
subject came up, but some time 
last month my wife said she 
would like to find out what fly¬ 
fishing is like. To say that it came as a 
bombshell would be to overstate the 
power of bombs, even large ones. 

After 25 years of tapping her temple 
at my friends and me: of tolerating our 
skilful exaggerations and excuses for 
returning late: of sidestepping line and 
avoiding tackle; of putting up with 
wriggly things emerging from aquaria 
and disagreeable aromas from the car 
— here she was expressing interest 
herself, for the first time. 

There were good reasons, she said. 
Curiosity had seeped in through die 
pores. After 25 years of contact with ray 
enthusiasms she had become “contam¬ 
inated but not infected'". And now that 
the last of our daughters had left for 
university she had time to see if she 
liked it: she’d give it a go. just once. 

There are plenty of ways to start fly¬ 
fishing. There are professional fishing 
instructors everywhere. There are ho¬ 
tels that own fishing rights, and many 
that run residential fly-fishing courses. 
There are several permutations in 
between and, of course, in Anne's case I 
could teach her myself. 

In the end we derided that the 25 
years had been too good to take risks 
with. Someone else should teach her. 
She would lose interest in comfort or 
catch the bug in style. We booked into a 
hotel near Romsey in Hampshire. 

The River Test is the most famous 
trout stream in the world. At Romsey it 
winds, gleaming, Through the 6.000 
acres of the Broadlands estate. Lord 
Mountbatten's former home. It is the 
river on which dry fly-fishing as an art 
was taken forward in huge steps by 
F.M. Halford, and others, 100 years 
ago. Whole libraries have been written 
about it Bernard Aldrich, Lord 
Mountbatten's former keeper and the 
man who taught the Prince of Wales, 
among others, to fish for trout, teaches 
there. Lord Palmerston once owned the 
place. Would there, Anne wanted to 
know, be any lavatories on the banks? 

We chose the right place but the 
wrong weekend. A gale was blasting in 
from the west There were occasional 
flecks of rain and only intermittent sun. 
The river, after a wild, wet week. was. 
rollicking down. The mayfly was up 
but the water was cold. There were no 
trout to be seen. I set Anne up with an 
8 ft carbon fibre rod - 9ft would have 
been better, but the wind was too 
strong — and watched.

hands of an expert, the line can cut 
through the air as dean and precise as 
a surgical incision. In the hands of a 
beginner when the weather is rough, 
the results can look like a bowl of 
.spaghetti thrown at the wind. 

After an hour with Mr Aldrich in a 
sheltered comer of the bank, Anne was 
putting out a better line under such 
conditions than any beginner I had 
seen; occasionally it was damaged by a 
sudden gust, but mostly it held high 
and straight. I saw her in a new light 
Here was not only Earth Mother, Dis¬ 
patcher of Spiders and Best Friend, but 
intimidaiingly confident Fisher Wife. 

I went off to find water of my own. 
When I returned 90 minutes later. 
Fisher Wife was wearing an expression 
I know of old. The pitch of her voice 
was familiar slightly over-solicitous, 
loaded. "Got anything, dear?" 

“No. Haven’t seen a bloody thing." 

“Excellent." she cried, exuding the 
sympathy that my family has always 
shown towards any fishy anguish. She 
pounced on the grass and leapt up. “I

got this!" A 21b brown trout, expertly 
caught under the gills chi her crooked 
forefinger, was thrust forward for 
admiration and my inner defeat Mr 
Aldrich beamed, as though he had 
given birth, which I suppose he had. 

Later — by which time, merrifiilly, I 
had evened the score — we stopped for 
lunch. Food filled and drinks mel¬ 
lowed. Fisher Wife got into the swing of 
things, recounting the story of her 
triumph in minute detail, milking the 
story in a way that seemed familiar: the 
heart-stopping take bit the fighting 
with savage fury episode, the last-

minute drama with the rod wrenched 
around to breaking point etc. It was a 
virtuoso performance from one so new 
to the game, and brought murmurs of 
fatherly appreciation from Mr Aldrich, 
though not from me. 

Anne 
repeated her performance for the other 
guests, adding — shamelessly, I 
thought — an extra half pound to the 
fish's weight, when four ounces would 
have bem appropriate for a beginner.

T t was past midnight and 
I uncomfortably dose to our 
JL first narrowboat holiday 
as I slumped, bleary-eyed, 
over a pile of beginner’s 
guides, my head swimming 
with details of the correct 
procedure for operating lock 
paddles and gates. 

To be a novice at anything is 
to be ill at ease, and I yearned 
for a little knowledge, for a 
protective glaze against the 
mocking stares of the experts 
who would see me for the 
weekend sailor 1 was. 

Next morning I found that 
my sleep had been lost in vain. 
After a brief lesson, I quickly 
became semi-profirienL Not 
half an hour after setting off 
from Berkhamsted, Hertford¬ 
shire, I was bellowing orders 
at my wife and children, 
manoeuvring the 58ft boat 
with precision, and puffing 
and heaving at the Iockside 
while sluicing thousands of 
gallons of murky water from 
one stretch of the Grand 
Union C-anal to another. It 
was easy. 

Well, not quite that easy. 
Steering such a formidable 
vessel, even at 4mph. is a bit 
daunting. One nudge on die 
tiller is enough to send you 
sliding off course. Nudge it the 
other way and nothing seems 
to happen until you realise 
your adjustment is too little too 
late. Slam the gears into 
reverse and the boat stops... 
eventually. If you hit some- 
tiling, well, it is not the family 
car. It is built to take a knock 
or two. 

This canal cruising lark, we 
derided, was not only great 
fim. ft was good for tire soul. A 
friendliness survives on the 
waterways that seems to have 
long since died in all but the 
tiniest village. You can grin 
and wave at passing strang¬ 
ers. Canal folk — those people 
who live in gaily painted boats 
with names like Meinzapint 
— do it all the time. 

Our mini-holiday was full of 
surprises, the first and best 
being our magnificent boat 
Rum Turn Tugger, one of a 
fleet bufit and owned by 
Bridgewater Boats, was a six- 
berth floating holiday home 
with a full-size cooker, fridge, 
stereo, hot and cold running 
water, a shower and. flushing 
toilets. The lounge and dining, 
area had space enough for the 
most ardent cat-swinger. 

Could anything come be¬ 
tween us and four days of 
idyllic navigation? Yes. our 
children.

As we walk, our luggage is taken 
from one hotel to foe next along the 
walk and/ at noon each day walkers 
forive at a beauty spot, tobe greeted by 
a guide holding a tray full of passes <rf 
water.

By the third day foe fresh air, gentle 
exercise and good food and wine had 
begun to revive me, and memories of 
office life dipped into obfivion. After

the picnic (undies, when walkers lay 
bade in the grass to doze, or after the 
sumptuous evening meals, some of us 
talked of gardens and Etruscans and 
ecology and nothing in particular. 

Even chi the rest days — taken every 
fourfo day—there were outings. Once, 
a water taxi took us across die lake of 
Bolsena to a private island, where an 
Italian prince is making a garden from 
a wilderness around a partly ruined 
quadrangle and church. 

When I first arrived I was exhausted 
and wanted to remain silent for two 
days, although 1 did not have foe 
courage to walk alone: would anybody 
be offended if I didn't talk for a while? 
“No, no," said Ms Fhrrow, “quite a few 
of our dients do that Just walk ahead, 
or behind, and you should be left 
alone." On foe whole it worked, and 1 
walked in the company of nightingales, 
cuckoos, hoopoe birds, orchids, wild 


gladioli, pink-flowered dstus, sweet 
chestnut, eWerflowers and downy- 
leaved mullein. Can the British coun¬ 
tryside really have been as rich as this 
once, or is that just a sun-tinted 
childhood memory? 

The areas we walked through were 
all little known and, apparently, un¬ 
touched fry any kind of tourism other 
than Alternative Travel's discreet inva¬ 
sions. Sometimes foe shrubs and 
flowers enclosed us, like a tunnel, as we 
pushed through the undergrowth, 
sometimes the woodland gave way to 
high plains, dipping down to rolling 
Tuscan fields edged with hedgerows 
and streams. Sometimes we explored 
half-ruined churches, frescos still just 
visible, or museums fun of exquisite 
Etruscan pottery. 

' It was a heady mix for body and soul, 
and I have rarely had such pleasure 
from a holiday.

A hanging 
matter 

Antique picture frames are affordable again. 
Sarah Jane Checkland puts us in the picture 


E ver since humans stopped daubing 
straight on to the wall to express 
themselves, paintings have been 
framed. For medieval religious 
paintings, frames both protected and embel¬ 
lished the image; in the court of Louis XJV 
their decorative aspect was exaggerated and 
their rococo curlicues stretched out to the 
viewer. Napoleon refrained die entire con- 
rents of the Louvre in one “house style", and 
the Victorians mass-produced whatever 
styles they encountered. But the development 
of the frame was arrested in the middle of this 
century, when abstract artists insisted that 
their works should speak for themselves and 
declared the frame redundant. 

Now. with the return of figurative art, or 
art containing realistic imagery, the frame is 
back. But because historic continuity has 
been broken, we have no idea of suitability. 

A trip to the Royal Academy Summer 
Exhibition proves the point Among a 
cacophony of styles, from boxes made of 
Perspex to ornate frames larded with 
chocolate-box gilt, horrors include frames 
covered in 1970s-style hessian and frames 
with outbreaks of brightly coloured spots. As 
the senior academician. Caret Weight says, 
framing Is “an enormous subject with no 
rules". Clearly we need to devise some. 

The first question is “does my picture 
actually need a frame?" Considerations here 
can include the artist's wishes, either as 
specified or in terms of the composition. 

Next, the collector needs to decide the 
function of the frame. Is the picture intended 
to merge into its surroundings or stand out 
from them? Will the image be better served 
by a self-effacing or a flamboyant presenta¬ 
tion? Should the frame be new or antique 
(Picasso's more outlandish works look splen¬ 
did In traditional old Spanish frames)? 

The easiest and cheapest option is die new 
frame. But beware. Many high-street fram¬ 
ers use cheap materials, and keep labour 
down to the minimum. Your frame may 
shrink, or—particularly in the case of prints 
— the image may be damaged by add from 
poor quality materials. 

An excellent place to find new frames is the 
Royal Academy. Hidden in its depths is the 
Academy Framing Shop, run by David 
Nelson. Here, only top quality materials are 
used. The craftsmen are generous with their 
time and happy to give advice. An added 
bonus is that at any time, one of the 
academicians might potter in. either to 
discuss the framing of his or her own works, 
or to scrounge a cup of tea. 

Mr Nelson does confess to “doing battle" 
with clients (Mr Weight included) when he 
does not agree with their choice. “I discour¬ 


age people who come in with scraps of 
wallpaper and warn to mix-and-match." 

Because each frame is bespoke, prices are 
higher than at an ordinary frame shop. 
Conservation board, or add-free card which 
is kind to pictures, can cost £2 a sheet, while 
"museum board", the best quality of all, is 
£35 a sheet Gilded wood mouldings can 
range from £24 to £30 a foot, while stained 
wood is about a third of that price. “Once you 
have a picture framed here you will never 
have to change it again," Mr Nelson says. 

For antique frames, the first port of call 
must be Paul Mitchell of Bond Street. A 
shrine to the Lost art of frame-raaking. the 
entire building hangs with hundreds of them, 
from floor to ceiling and up the stairs — a 
surreal counterpoint to the traditional West 
End gallery, with not a picture in sight 


M r Mitchell's mission is to return 
as many historic paintings as 
he can to the frames of their 
original period and to avoid 
reproductions and pastiches. Uniquely 
knowledgeable on the subject, Mr Mitchell is 
writing a history of European frames, and 
frequently supplies the great museums of the 
world. The National Gallery in London, for 
example, has just purchased an “exactly 
right" 16th-century oak frame for the Holbein 
“Lady with a Squirrel”, bought recently from 
Lord Cholmonddey. “It had a reproduction 
tortoiseshell frame, and you couldn't see the 
picture for die frame," Mr Mitchell says. 

All are welcome to browse through his 
photographic archive of “the best and worst" 
frames he has encountered in his travels. 
Once a frame type has been decided on. 
usually by creating a photomontage of what 
the ensemble will look like. Mr Mitchell will 
either supply the ideal example from stock or 
create a marriage which is pan original and 
part newly-carved frame. 

Such service can result in a bill of between 
£2,000 and £40.000. But there is always the 
added bonus that the antique frame will 
become an appreciable asset 
For those with time, patience and an idea of 
what they are looking for. the cheapest place 
to start for antique frames could be the 
auction house. TTie auctioneers forced a 
boom in frames during the late 1980s by the 
cunning claim that frames were items of 
furniture, and as such were underrated, but 
are now finding the field in die doldrums, so 
bargains can be found. According to James 
Rawlins of Phillips, a “serviceable” 18th- 
century English frame can be found for as 
little as £100. 

With frames now in the picture there 
couldn’t be a better time to start hunting.

Camping it up 
the Duke’s way 


I f you go down to the 
woods today or tomor¬ 
row, watch out — the 
wanner weather has 
brought out bunches of teen¬ 
agers, and not all of them are 
snogging in die undergrowth. 
Some are engaged on the 
worthier pursuit of the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s award, and are 
venturing into the great out¬ 
doors at weekends on camping 
expeditions. 

They are easily identified. 
Often pate and blinking in the 
unaccustomed daylight, they 
travel in groups of four or 
more, decked on in an assort¬ 
ment of gear that they imagine 
to be the dernier cri in 
yomping chic; and staggering 
under the weight of outsized 
rucksacks. They can often be 
seen collapsed in a hedgerow, 
stuffing down chocolate bars 
while one of diem probes the 
mysteries of a compass. 

If spotted, on no account 
approach them. They are likely 
to mug you for your jacket, or 
at the very least demand a lift 
to the nearest Pizza Hut, and 
this is not in keeping with the 
spirit of the en te r p ris e. 

Inspired fay his Goidonstoun 
schooldays, the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh set up his award scheme 
in 1956 to “...provide an 
introduction to worthwhile lei¬ 
sure activities and voluntary 
service as a challenge to the 
individual to discover die satis¬ 
faction of achievement; and as 
a guide for those people and 
organisations who would like 
to encourage the development 
of their younger fellow citi¬ 
zens”. Since then the scheme 
has spread to 50 countries and 
involved some two wdiifan 
young people. In Britain each 
year 170.000 take part, com¬ 
ing into die scheme mainly via 
school groups, but also 
through colleges, youth dubs, 
cadet units, detention centres 
(the probation service is cur¬ 
rently promoting die scheme 
among young offenders), fac¬ 
tories arid shops. 

At Tunbridge Wells Girls' 
Grammar School in Kent, 
Gillian Norris is head of biolo¬ 
gy and head of year nine. She 
has also been coordinating the 
school's Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Award scheme for almost 20 
years. When she arrived at the 
school armed with some expe- 


Teenage enthusiasms wax and wane, 
but the Duke of Edinburgh’s Award 
challenge still attracts thousands 
each year.

rience of youth work in 
London, there were dear sex 
divisions. “In those days boys 
went on camping expeditions, 
but gids tmly had to do a one- 
day seven-mile walk.” she says. 
“Instead th^ used to do some¬ 
thing called design for living, 
which was about make-up and 
fashion and health. 

“Now there are no differ¬ 
ences — except that on thdr 
50-mile gold walk, giris can 
have their gear transported. In 
practice they don’t, because if 
you're out on die hfils you need 
your tent with you, not miles 
away.” Now. she rays, die 
scheme is more popular with 
girls than boys, especially at 
bronze level — “possibly 
because girls are more pre¬ 
pared to give up the time”. 

There are three levds: bronze 
.(starting from the age of 24). 
silver (15) and gold (16), and 
four sections have to be com¬ 
pleted: service, expeditions, 
skills and physical recreation. 
AH awards must be completed 
by the age of 25. 

Far from losing its appeal in 
the face of more inkantiy 
gratifying outlets for teenage 
attention, the award is attract¬ 
ing increasing numbers. This 
year Mrs Norris has 78 giris 
doing bronze, 42 silver and 39 
gold. She recognises that loca¬ 
tion plays a part, however. 
“When I started in London In 
the late 1960s and early 
1970s, there was plenty of 
money available for youth 
work. You could do what you 
wanted. Now youth funds are 
being cut back all the time. Fm 
lucky in this area — we’ve got 
very generous parents and I 
can charge a realistic sum for 
the hire of equipment.” 

Participants’ motives are 
perhaps less pure these days 
than when the scheme began. 
Now many youngsters are 
encouraged to gain D of E 
experience so as to convey an 
impressively rounded charac¬ 
ter at a job or university 


interview. This can affect their 
attitude towards the enterprise. 
Mrs Norris says: “About 10 
per cent of those who start are a 
bit of a trial you have to chivvy 
them. I discourage the people I 
think are doing it for the wrong 
reasons. They nave to be com¬ 
mitted. When I introduce the 
scheme, I ask pupils about 
their motives. If they say they 
want to improve their career 
prospects, 1 say that's OK. but 
if they go for a job or a 
university place armed with 
their gold award, they’ll be 
expected to lira up to

the commitment and enthusi¬ 
asm it implies. If they can’t, 
they’ll be a disappointment to 
their tutors or employers — 
their expectations will be 
dashed." 

Above an, she still enjoys 
seeing how participants re¬ 
spond to the challenge. 
“There’s one giri at the mo¬ 
ment who is not academic at 
all, but out on the hills she just 
never loses her sense of hum¬ 




our, her determination,'“ she 
says. “Ifs her element. She 
manages to carry other people. 
That’s die reward.” 

AD activities must be carried 
out in leisure time. So fortius 
term alone, Mrs Norris has 
given up every weekend bar 
one to assess or accompany 
groups cm expeditions, as well 
as spending seven days of the 
Easter holidays with a gold 
group in the Lake District and 
five days with a silver group on 
the South Downs. 

The scheme also represents 
quite a commitment for a 
teenager. My 14-yearotd 
daughter Erin, a pupil at the 
school started her bronze 
award at the beginning of year 
ten (die old fourth form). Far 
her service element she worked 
at a local veterinary practice on 
Saturday mornings for eight 
weeks, keeping a log and 
writing an essay ou her experi¬ 
ence. The vet also wrote an 
assessment of to - contritedion. 
The skills dement coven any¬ 
thing from c or " p»ri"E and 
cookery to driving and drama 
— Erin plans to demonstrate 
sustained effort in the church 
choir — and for physical 
recreation her school netball 
commitment wOl be accepted. 

W hile the scheme 
lays equal em¬ 
phasis on all four 
sections. Mrs 
Norris believes ultimate¬ 
ly, participants get mare out of 
the service challenge. Howev¬ 
er, foe expeditions are what 
they remember best Erin is 
still nursing die, blisters from' 
her training apeditiana.few 
weeks ago, when she and three 
others, with adult supervision, 
completed a 15-mue cross¬ 
country walk. But painful feet 
apart she enjoyed it hugely, 
and is looking forward to the 
real thing in July, when they 
wiD be unaccompanied — al¬ 
though spied on by an assessor 
somewhere along the way. 

Accidents do happen, but 
Mrs Norris foiled to produce 
any real “lost on Dartmoor” 
horror stories. The worst injury 
she could recall was when a 
participant woke in her sleep¬ 
ing bag one morning, 
stretched her arms vigorously 
— and punched her tent-mate 
in the face, dislocating her jaw.

I n the north of the island, near 
the ancient walled town of 
Alcudia, stands this luxury

Balearic islands, and the tradition¬ 
al stamping ground of the beer and 
chips brigade of British holiday¬ 
makers. That could change, howev¬ 
er— Majorca is moving up-market 
High-rise concrete holds and 
apartment blocks are being demol¬ 
ished and replaced by villa-type 
complexes, beaches are being wid¬ 
ened and promenades spruced up, 
as tiie Spanish government pours 
millions of pesetas into a clean-up 
campaign to control the impact of 
tourism on the island — and to 
protect its future income.

A new room-sharing law has 
been introduced. The system of 
paying a set tariff for a family room 
was abused. Payment is now for a 
maximum of two adults, although 
children under 12 are still allowed 
to share the room. 

Tighter planning controls, such 
as the “ 100 m rule", which forbids 
development within 100m of the 
coastline, could push up costs 
fiirther. 

This is just one side of Majorca. 
Less publicised are its residential 
charms; it is a surprisingly large 
island, with nearly 300 miles of 
coastline, much of it unspoilt, and a 
rustic interior, where package tour¬ 
ists rarely venture, and which is 
now bang explored by prospective 
property buyers. 

Only the southern strip of the 
island caters for the tourist trade. 
Inland, there are high mountains, 
handsome villas, high prices and a 
colony of expatriates. An old house, 
fully restored, an a hillside with 
fine views and fig trees will cost 


from E300.000 to more than E2 
milliori. 

Of course, there are plenty of 
cheaper properties, especially in 
densely populated tourist resorts 
around the capital. Palma, where 
older out-of-centre studios change 
hands for less than £20,000. A one- 
bedroom seaside fiat can cost as 
little as £25,000, and a two- 
bedroom villa from -£70,600. 


T he most prestigious dev¬ 
elopment in the south of 
the island is the 850-acre 
Bendinat estate, along the 
coast from Palma. Central to the 
estate is the elite Anchorage Gub, 
founded by Prince Alfonso von 
Hohenlohe. The club, with its 
private pool, restaurant, library 
and piano bar. reeking of old 
money, is strictly members only, 
but residents are invited to join ~ 
for a fee: 

Apartments at the Anchorage 
Village, built in old Mediterranean 
style, with faded colour-washed 


walls, misshapen beams and rustic 
roof tiles, have almost sold out, 
priced from £120,000 to £277,000 
for a two-bedroom, two-bathroom 
flat. Resales are available from 
£100.000 for a one-bedroom flat, 
rising to £350,000 for a three- 
bedroom, split-level penthouse. 

Inland, beside the Royal 
Bendinat Golf Course (King Juan 
Carlos plays there^. villa plots with 
a choice of designs and views 
around the bay cost from E220.000 
for a three-bedroom house with 
pool, including the cost of the land. 

Further west a 3.000-acre leisure 
estate is being developed at Santa 
Ponsa Ncrva, about 20 minutes' 
drive from Palma airport There 
are two international golf courses, 
with another three planned; two 
marinas; a 21-court tennis centre; 
an equestrian centre; and new 
hotels, villas and apartments. 

One of the most attractive new 
housing projects at Santa Ponsa is 
Los Pampanos (young vine 
brandies], a group of old-style 


Spanish houses, clustered around 
sub-tropical gardens, cooled by tiny 
fountains ana palm-fringed pools. 
The 57 two and three-bedroom 
apartments here are priced'from 
El55,000 to £3450,000. Lavish inte¬ 
riors indude marble floors, design¬ 
er kitchens, en-suite bathrooms, 
sun terraces and rooftop pools. - 

Majorca is the best of the 
Spanish islands for communica¬ 
tions. It has an up-to-date telephone 
system and a good supply of direct- 
dial lines. There are regular sched¬ 
uled flights to most European tides 
throughout the year, with cheap 
charter deals also on offer. 

On the down side, winter tem¬ 
peratures are deddedly cool, and 
when the weather hots up. so do the 
tourists. '

THEATRE: Benedict Nightingale reviews John Osborne’s Inadmissible Evidence at the Lyttelton. 


A drop of 
vintage 
Osborne 


E ven without a grizzled Nicol 
Williamson rasping and 
cawing his way through the 
main role, as he did in 1964 
and again in 1978, Inadmissible 
Evidence remains John Osborne'S 
masterpiece. It is long, punishingly 
long, a foree^d-a-quarter-hour 
monologue with interruptions for 
Roger SIoman, Lynn Farleigh and 
two or three other excellent support¬ 
ing actors. But it is the play in which 
its authors very limitations become a 
positive advantage. 

The later Osborne would have 
invited us to share the anguished 
paranoia of its protagonist, the 
solicitor Bill Maitland. Very likely, he 
would have tried to chivvy us into 
regarding his liverish railings as a 
trenchant critique of the state of 
Britain. But in 1964 Osborne retained 
the detachment to see him in the 
round, from both outside and inside: 
and. though Trevor Eve is a less 
weighty and charismatic Maitland 
than Williamson, the result is again 
an impressively complete character. 

Eve's Maitland is first seen in the 
dock, gulping and panting in panic as 
he incoherently defends himself 
against a charge of publishing “a 
wicked, bawdy and scandalous ob¬ 
ject”, presumably his own life. This is 
his dream: but his reality is scarcely 
less embattled. He swallows pills and 
Scotch: he jabbers obsessively into 
the phone, at one point mistaking a 
whisky bottle for its receiver he 
alternately snaps at and awkwardly 
joshes his scam and somehow he 
bungles his way through interviews 
with clients whose pain invariably 
contrives to mirror or expose his own. 

Disintegration is his fear, and so, 
even more so, is the rejection that his 
own behaviour courts. He sexually 
harrasses subordinates, betrays his 
wife, endlessly bends his mistress’s 
ear with rheumy self-doubt gives 


every indication of losing control of 
his firm, and. in perhaps the most 
scorching coda ever written, directs a 
paean of plaintive loathing at his 
dau ghte r. And not surprisingly there 
is a mass exodus from his life, giving 
the play such tension and plot as it 
possesses. 

Back in 1964, Maitland was seen as 
an over-age Jimmy Porter, sickened 
by science and technology, buildings 
"like concrete nougat”, and “yoof" 
either slide, go-getting, or both, Di 
Trevis's careful production keeps the 
period references, down to Godfrey 
Winn and Lyons Corner House, but 
does not labour them. Indeed, the 
office that Stephen Brimson Lewis 
has designed for it—one desk hovers 
in a white-streaked night — has a 
surreal, out-of-time look. And the set 
is more than justified, for the play’s 
real subject is an enduring one. 

Call it the male menopause if you 
must Yet that seems as adequate as 
saying that Lear is about senility or 
Oedipus eye-surgery. Inadmissible 
Evidence is a journey into a head in 
terminal disarray, a portrait of a man 
in mental emotional and spiritual 
breakdown, and. as such, a formida¬ 
ble challenge to any actor. 

Eve does not quite match William¬ 
son, who combined rage, contempt, 
wit, self-pity, self-hatred, compas¬ 
sion, a yearning to love and be loved, 
lust suspicion, a sense of impending 
entropy, even a habit of sliming up to 
women with a voice like lard. Yet his 
is a bold, unsentimental perfor¬ 
mance, which misses some of the 
softer emotions but does not duck the 
sourer, harder ones. And when the C 
above high C comes, as it often does, 
his chalky-faced Maitland does not 
falter: “I can’t escape, I cant forget, I 
can’t begin again." It is a sound still 
to be reckoned with, echoing through 
through the auditorium: the sound of 
Osborne at his best

Stage set for screen

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Catherine Malfitano as Tosca: over the past couple of 
years the singer has become an outstanding actress 


C atherine Malfitano 
joined the ranks of the 
worlds best known 
Tbscas without singing the 
role an stage before tins week 
at the Royal Opera House 
Such is the just legacy of the 
worldwide live telecast last 
summer of Tosca from Pucci¬ 
ni’s precisely chosen Roman 
locations. Edr those who did 
not tape it at the time the video 
has just ccrae out cm Teldec 
and is among the best exam¬ 
ples of filmed opera to date. 

For the first two ads at least 
Malfitano’S Tosca in the the¬ 
atre is as e xcitingl y' convincing 
as on screen. Over the past 
couple of years she has be¬ 
come an outstanding actress, 
as her lina in Stiffelio earfier 
in the Cbverrt Garden season 
showed. Nothing could be 
further from that passive crea¬ 
ture than her Tosca, a hyper¬ 
active woman jealous that 
every fbotiajB and every 
dropped fan might conceal a 
rival. The imperious twist and 
flick of the wrist as Tosca 
commands. Cavaradossi to 
make (he eyes of Mary Mag¬ 
dalen'S portrait as dark as her 
own is that of a singer who 
knows how-ib'command the 
stage. She not only does that, 
sbeffliamnesit.. 

The Malfitano soprano has 
acquired c o nsiderable rich¬ 
ness. unsuspected when she 
spedalitod in.foe lighter Mo¬ 
zart redes; “Visa d’arte” 
showed hear perfect control 
and no fedse histrionics.lt was, 
as it should be, an aria of - 
bewilderment and reproach to 
God (bathes dutifully regular 
prayers and flowers laid at tiie 
altar should be repaid so 
crueQy. But the piety remains 


as Tosca on stage, as on film, 
closes the eyelids of the dead 
Scarpia while recalling that 
this was the man who made all 
Rome shudder. 

If Act III did not carry the 
same intensity then it could be 
because Malfitano al¬ 
ready given too much. Butit is 
really Cavaradossi's act and 
Alberto Cupido’S painter 
comes from a more stolid 
anting schooL His tenor is 
accurate and strong, but it 
lacks the suavity conjured by 
Carreras and Bergonzi in par¬ 
ticular as Cavaradossi takes 
Tosca’S hands - in his own, 
amaTPri that they are capable 
of killing. In recent seasons 
Covent Garden has also seen 
performances by Scaipias 
. more imposing than Gregory 
Yurisich. His baritone is al-. 
most too warm for the part, 
short of the bite and menace of 
the most effective chiefs of 
police. Perhaps he needs a new 
issue truncheon. 

The production, by John 
Cox out of Zeffirelli’s original 
and scrupulously rehearsed 
by Paul Maloney, remains 
impressive. Act ff especially, 
with its guttering candles and 
threatening shadows, marvel¬ 
lously evokes the tyranny that

THE choice of pieces in 
Nikolai Demidenko’S six-con¬ 
cert series, “Piano Master- 
works", mutually agreed 
between the pianist and the 
critic Ates Orga. has been 
nothing if not idiosyncratic. 

Liberally scattered through 
this broad chronological sur¬ 
vey between the fixed points of 
Mozart. Beethoven, Schubert 
Liszt and Brahms have been 
dementi* Vortsek, Kalk- 
brenner, Alkan. And quite 
rightly; such variety helps put

Northern lights

THE annual festival In 
Grieg’s home town of Bergen 
traditionally reaches its cli¬ 
max with foe inevitable Piano 
Concerto, This year’s festival, 
culminating on Tuesday (the 
ISOfo anniversary of Grieg's. 
Nrthj.was ito eiteeptiozi. ui 
Britain, however, where foe
